The Missing

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Black's Speech in the House on 
the Pension Question. 


One of the Best Addresses Delivered on 
the Subject in Years. 


CHEER UPON CHEER FOLLOWED THE 
SPEAKER’S PEROBATION. 


He Defended the Democratic Policy To- 
ward Deserving Pensioners and 
Stirred Up the Repubjicans by Repu- 
diating Their Assertion of Lochren’s 
Hostility to Old sSoldiers—Presented 
some Interesting Data in Oonnection 
With the Fension Bureau-—Figures 


and Facts. 


WasnrncTron, D. C., March 8.—Gen. Black 
of Illinots, who was Pension Oommissioner 
during the frst Cleveland administration, in 
a strong speech on the pension bill in the 
House to-day, made an eloquent defense of 
the Demoeratic party’s policy toward de- 
serving pensioners and stirred up the Repub- 
lican side by his repudiation of the partisan 
assertions that the present head of the Pen- 
sion Bureuu was hostile to the old soldiers, 

Gen. Black's speech was one of the 
strongest that has been delivered on the sub- 
ject in many years and his eloquent descrip- 
tion of the heroic part which Commissioner 
Lochren played at Gettysburg aroused great 
enthusiasm onthe Democratic side. 

He also presented some interesting facts, 
showing how the Democratic administration 
of the Pension Bureau had been even more 
friendly tothe old soldiers than had the 
previous Republican administration. He 
showed that during the eighteen years the 
Republicans were in control of the House 
they originated bills which appropriated 
$676,000,000 forthe payment of pensions, and 
that during the years the Democratic party 
was in control bills were originated which 
carried appropriations of 9981, 000, 000. 

Mr. Grout of Vermont, who isthe leading 
Republican on the Pension Committee and 
who is in charge of the Republican side dur- 
ing the debate. smiled when Gen. Black de- 
clared that these figures demonstrated more 
conclusively than any amount of argument 
that the Democratic party in @ealing with 
the Federal soldiers has follo a magnani- 
mousand noble policy. Gen, Black took 
notice of Mr. Grout’s derisive smile and re- 
torted, amid general Democratic applause, 
that ‘‘the hollow laughtet ot ham ed anger or 
thousand millions that Democratic Congres: 
ses have appropriated for the support of the 
pensioners.’”’ 

Gen. Black told how one regiment of 1,040 
enlisted men had gone to Tennessee in the 
closing days ofthe war to guard some rail- 
roads. Herald that the regiment never saw 
a hostile force, and its silvery flag had no 
trace of the baptism of war. 

**Yetto-day,’’ said he, there are on the 
pension rolls of that regiment 614 men, with 
two companies not accounted for.’’ 

Republicans pressed Gen. Black to give the 


name of the regiment, but he referred them 
to the Pension Office, where he said the facts 
could be easily established. 

Gen. Black, inreplyingto the charge that 
Commissioner Lochren was unfriendly to 
the soldier, described’ in graphic language 
the charge made at Gettysburg of the Ist 
Minnesota Volunteers, of which Mr. Lochren 
was a member. lie told how inthe charge, 
which had been ordered by Hancock, 215 of 
the 262 members of that regiment had fallen 
under the fire of Wilcox and Early. He said: 

want the gentlemen to go back with me 
fora little while to a scene that will start 
the blood tingling through hearts on 
this side and the other alike. 
It was the 2d day of July, 1863, and this capi - 
tal crouched terror-stricken because the in- 
vading legions of Lee had already sounded 
the opening thunders at Gettysburg. On the 
second day of that great contest to which the 
world stood witness—on that second day the 
corps of Sickles, that gal ant crippled vet- 
eran who sits there [pointing] during our 
deliberations, was being massed at Peach 


Orchard in front of Cemetery Hill. It 
was charged by Wilcox and 
by Early. The lines were 


broken. Who could stand the serried assault 
ofthat superb army of gray-coated, slouch- 
hatted veterans, when they were on the run? 
Our troops broke, then came a spectacle as 
great as any in the history of war in propor- 
tion to the numbers involved. Our troops, 
passing back through the second line, found 
lodgment and safety there under the protec- 
tion of their comrades of the same blood and 
faith and strength as those that assailed 
them, and inthe very center of whefe that 
vast controlling mass moved forward the 
First Minnesota Regiment stood with the 
man Lochren in its line [applause] with 
his fellows, 262 in number, with whom he 
had won distinction and honor, because until 
he marched to the flaming Jeath of Antietam 
he had been nothing but a private and a ser- 
geant in the ranks. It was there the hand of 
reward hunted him out and made him a pet- 
ty officer in that command. On that day 
with the remnant of his command he stood 
on the crest of Cemetery Hill and looked 
where Sickel’s columns were in retreat, 
looked where the victorious forces of Earl 
and Wilcox were coming on, and then wit 
the 262 he waited for the results.

Mr. Sovereign led off with a com- 
pliment to the quantity and quality of his 
audience; and he thanked God that corpora- 
tions would never be invited to meetings of 
this kind. He declared that labor had never 
put a dad law on the statute books; that it 
did the work, fought the battles, paid the 
debts and freed the slaves of the nation; 
that yet in England and Europe the working- 
men had barely geufficient reward for their 


labor to subsist, while the privileged 
classes owned vast parks and 
shooting preserves, from which the 


poor man was excluded by high barriers and 
the stern power of the law, while in America 
4,000,000 people were criminals, imbDeciles or 
paupers; the resources of society were now 
taxed as never before to take care of the in- 
digent, and yet the stratification of society 
went on. The tramp was there (reaching 
down) and the dude there (stretching up.) 
The tramp was the result of u cross between 
poverty and crime, the dude the result ofa 
crdéss between nothing and nothing. 

Society was like a chain—it must de meas- 
ured by its weakest link. The vitality of this 
Government could not de measured by its 
Sages and its Goulds, but by its tollers fora 
dollar a day. If that weaker link should 


break. ite breaking would carry death and 
sesoletion to every institution under this 
Government that was worth preserving, And 
there must be anendtothis growing system 
ofcharity. The speaker favored charity for 
temporary progress, but he knew that 
if long continued it bred arrogance in the 
giver and humiliation in the receiver. 


e OFFERS OF MONEY AND WSBAPONS. 
The last thirty days the speaker had had 
two letters from Missouri—one of them from 
St. Louls. A man who had served four years 
as a Captaininthe Federal Army offereda 


full regiment of 1,000 men with Winchesters 
and 200 rounds of ammunition apiece to force 
the rights of labor upon the attention of the 


National Congress; and another, 
a business man of St. Louls 
made an offer of financial 


assistance tothe same end. There were loud 
cheers at this, whereupon Mr. Sog¢ereign said 
that he hoped his auditors would cheer again 
when he told them he had declined both 
offers. It would be a shameto use bullets 
when Dallots were so plenty. Let the other 
fellows begin this—then the workingmen 
would have ninety-nine Winchesters to their 
one. If those present wanted true patriotism 
they need only look into an assembly of the 
Knights of Labor. They loyal were even 
whengoppressed, while the other fellows— 
the capitalists—would only loyal 
whenthey had gg everybody else. 
The workingmen did not propose to tear 
down and destroy—but to build up and pre- 
serve. 


Referring to the power of the Government, 
the speaker declared that it owned the citi- 
zen’s very 2 If there should be a foreign 
invasion the Government could draft him 
and stand him up to be shot, If he refused to 
enlist; and if the Government could do that 
it could protect its laborers from the rob- 
bers. If it could not protect them, then it 
was a farce anda failure, and the speaker 
was not yet ready to take that stand, 

There were two ways to make men mean— 
one by giving them too much power, the 
other by Oppressing them until hope was 
dead. NO man could be moral or manly 
without the conditions of morality and man- 
liness; he must first be content and comfort- 
able. The Savior had in mind this principle 
when He fed the multitude before preaching 
to it. If the speaker were a preacher he 
v Duld do mighty little to keep men out of 
hell but a great deal to keep hell out of men. 


WHAT THE KNIGHTS WANT. 

The Knights of Labor were not advocating 
an equal division of wealth, but an equitable 
division. An equal division would leave the 
thieves the same power to rob that they have 


now, and the benefit would be short-lived. 
The man who produced wealth should be 
allowed to wear broadcloth on occasion, 
if he desired; the man who did not produce 
wealth should not. It had been said that 
the Government had no power to regu- 
late trusts and corporations. he 
speaker’s State had passed a law 
to protect the people from quack doctors for 
the protegfion of the people, and the Gov. 
ernment could just as easily protect the peo- 
ple from the trusts.

SOVEREIGN ON COLONIZIATICN. 


The Grand Master Discusses the Southern 
Negro Problem. 

Mr. Sovereign, when seen by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter yesterday morning, spoke 
éntertainingly on the colonization scheme, 
A few weeks ago, said he, I recelved 
letters from a numberof colored teachers 
and ministers in the large cities in the South 
asking me to enlist with them in the cause of 
negro colonization. 

They are members of colonization societies 


in the South, and they thought it would aid 
them greatly if they could get the Knights of 
Labor interested in tueir cause. Their idea 
1s just this: At present they find themselves 
and thelr race in of 
servitude from cannot 
rise and they think rather than submit to a 

rpetuation of this condition it would be far 

tter to remove all the colored people in the 
United States toa country seta for their 
exclusive use and establish their own self- 
government. This scheme oftheirs appeals 
powerfully tome. The point to be settled is 
whither they shall go? I think colonisation 
in this country impracticable, and I believe 
the Congo Dasin an almost ideal spot. It’s 
the richest country in the world, is blessed 
with a congental climate and is already 
under Christian influences, King Leopold, 
of Belgium, who has charge of the land, 
holds it all open to settlement. As 
I understand the members of these coloniza- 
tion societies have pledged themselves to go 
to the new eld as soon as the arrangements 
for civilized self-government can be made, I 
believe if all the negroes in the United States 
could be deported in this mannerit would 
be a great benefit to all concerned. He is un- 
questionably a clog to the wheels of progress 
in the South. His presence there causes self- 
respecting white laborers to prefer the 
North. Besides he affords no suitable mate- 
rialforunionism. Andfor the laborers to 
be successful there must be unionism of the 
working sees just like there are confed- 
erations of capital.’’

Denied Any Complicity With the Irregu- 
larities in the Letting of Contracts for 
Ita Illustration—Statead He Had No 
Interest in the Firm Which Got This 
Work—Kenney’s Testimony. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 3.—Ex- Assistant 
Secretary of State Josiah Quincy was the 
principal witness examined to-day by the 
Senate Committee on Printing, which is now 
engaged in an investigation of certain 
charges of irregularities in the letting of the 
work of illustrating of the patent office Ga- 
gelte. 

Mr. Quincy presented a statement in his 
own defense in which he denied that he 
had any interest, direct or indi. 
rect, in the firm to which 
the contract was awarded, but 
under the cross-examination of fenators 
Gorman and Manderson be admitted that Mr. 
Kenney, the Secretary of the company, owed 
him money at the time the contract was pro- 
cured, and that he subsequently loaned 
Kenney considerable sumsand indorsed his 
notes to enable him to procure an adequate 
plant with which to do the work. He also 
stated that he had several conversations 
with Commissioner of Patents Seymour rela- 
tive to the letting of the contract to Kenney, 
and added that he had called upon Secretary 
Smithin regard tothe company’s bond. When 
the disbursing officer of the Interior Depart- 
mentheld upthe company’s payments he 
had taken the vouchers to the Comptroller 
and secured his promise toallow them if 
they were paid. All these things he had 
done, he declared, as a matter of friendship 
to Kenney, and he had acted throughout in 


his individual capacity and not as an officer 
of the State Department. 

Mr. Kenney testified tothetruth ofall of 
Mr. Quincy’s statements ard put special 
stress upon the declaration that Mr. Quincy 
bad never had the slightest pecuniary inter- 
est in the engraving contract. 

During the course of his testimony Mr. 
Quincy said that he bad deen informed that 
aman formerly concerned in the financial 
relations between himself and Kenney had 
been furnishing material for this attack upon 
himself, and that this had come to certain 
members of this committee. 

Senator Manderson, who took this to mean 
himself, asserted that he was not seeking 
the political secret of an adversary, but 
thougnt the matter bore the*credibility of the 
witness. 

Mr. Quincy sald be had dictated this state- 
ment just before he came up, and he meant 
to make no accusation against any member 
ofthe committee. He understood that a cer- 
tain person was furnishing material as to 
the matter of his former political and finan- 
cial transactions with Kenney and this state- 
ment was — for the con- 
tingency of such testimony being brought 
up. He did not mean to say, he explained in 
reply to Senator Gorman, that either Sena- 
tor Gorman,or Senator Ransom, had been 
been present atany conference with Mr. 
Kenney and himself. Mr. Seymour had 
never known that he (Quincy) had loaned 
money to Mr. Kenney. 

Under examination by the Commissioner 
Quincy said that his taiks with Kenney in 
April as tothe securing of the Patent Office 
Gazette contracts did not have the securing 
of the contract for the corporation with 
which Kenney ‘the National Economist Pub- 
lishing Co.) was then connected, 
but contemplated the formation ofan entire 
ly new company, a new plant to be secured. 
It was proposed to obtain the plant of the 
Bell Lithographic Co. It was Known that the 
Bell plant was not adequate to dothe pro- 
posed work, but it was intended to secure 
other presses.

Mr. Kenney,upon being sworn testified that 
the capital stoce of the National Litho- 
graph Co. is $20,000, three shares being paid 
in, one share owned by each of the incorpor- 
ators, Horace Kenney, George W. Dunn and 
W. C. Cook, The property of the company 
has been acguired by loans made by Mr. 
Kenney to the company. He. has lent the 
company about $7,500. Profits from the 
office contract for the first six 
months have deen about $6,000. Wit- 
ness believed when he made inquiriss 
as to the contract that the Norris 
Peters Co. would put no faith in the ability of 
any other company to get the contract away 
from it or to do the work if chey did so get 
it. He thought, therefore, that they would 
make no reduction in their bid from that 
of the previous year and the small margin 
he allowed in his bid was based on this con- 
viction.

SPANISH DYNAMITERS. 


A Bomb Factory Discovered by the 


Police at Carthagena. 

MapDrip, March 8.—A dispatch from Car- 
thagena states that a discovery was made 
there to-day that is evidence that prepara- 
tions were being made to commit an outrage 
somewhere in that city. The police received 
information from an anohymous source that 
the conception fort at Carthagena had been 
turned into a storehouse for explosives by 
Anarchists. The fort is dismantied 
and practically in ruins and afforded 

safe depository for materials of 
destruction. A search was made of the fort 
which resulted in tne dfscovery of four bombs 
loaded with gunpowder and scrap iron and 
three dynamite petards. The bombs had 
uipples on which percussion caps were 
placed and the dynamite petards had fuses 
attached to them. The discovery hascaused 
much activity among the police, who are 
vigorously searching for the owners of the 
explosives. 


Killed in a Quarrel. 

CLARKSVILLE, Ark., March 3.—This after - 
noon M. L. Kernold was shot and instantly 
killed dy A. L. Rogers, one of the most prom- 
inent young men ofthiscity. Kernold was a 
transient barber whose home is supposed to 
be in Indianapolis, Ind., as papers found on 
his body show him to be a member of a 
Knights of Pythias lodge in that city. 

It seems that Rogers and Kernold hada 
difficulty last night at a dance and this after- 
noon Rogers called Kernold out of the barber 
shop, drew his pistoland shot him through 
the heart.

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MISER FLEUTELOT, 


A French Millionaire, Who Begged in the 
Streets and Died in Filth. 


A miser of the story book type died about 
two weeks ago in Auxerre, France, Although 
he never had wife or children, he was known 
to all persons in the city as Papa Fleutelot. 
He had been a public figure for a generation, 
and could be seen dally, in storm or sunshine, 
tottering in his rags through the streets, to 
gather odd bits of coal and wood and cigar 
stumps. When he began his work in the city 
there were the usual rumors that he was rich 


and miserly, but they were soon dispelled by 
the abject fith and want in which he lived, 
and by his importunity in begging. 

Papa Fiqutelot died in his 85th year, and was 
buried inthe potter’s field. The French po- 
lice, who suspect everything, still suspected 
the old man’s pretenses of een despite 
the recent shifting of publicopinion,and they 
searched the hutin which he had lived and 
died. Filth was ankle deep up-stairs and 
knee deep in thecellar. The first search was 
rewarded only with with the discovery of 400 
bottles of the vintage of 179. The 
second search, however, revealed a 
hole in the cellar wall, behind a pile 
of indeseribable dirt. From this, hole 
the police dragged a chest, and in thé chest 
they found the treasure. From top to bot- 
tom it was stuffed full with mortgages, Gov- 
ernment bonds, shares in stock companies 
and title deeds. All showed the keenness of 
Papa Fleutelot investing his savings, for 
without exception the securities were of the 
highest class. Their face value was 1,000,000 
francs, but as many of the bonds and stocks 
are above par, they can be sold for a much 
larger sum. 

For more than eleven years the old man 
had neglected to clip his coupons. He let 
them accumulate until they represented a 
market value of 140,000 francs. 

Among the many pieces of real estate 
whose ownership was revealed by the con- 
tents of the chestis a large tract of land 
near Villeneuve-sur-Yonne. On this land 
there are 400 acres of fine forest and several 
bullaings of the ancient indestructible 
make. It had been more than forty 

ears since anybody at Villeneuve 

new who owned the estate. When Papa 
Fleutelot died in his hovel but 20 centimes, 
or less than 6 cents, was his total cash capl- 
tal. AS Was expected, the usual number of 
heirs have appeared since the old man’s 
body was buried in the potter’s field. They 
affect to believe that stil mofe treasure is 
concealed in his hut, and they are taking it 
down piece by piece in the hope of enriching 
themselves.

Politicians and churchmen, 
the idle rich and the luckless pauper, society 
women, saloon-keepers and monopolies are 
all given a taste ofthe lash. The manuscript 
was finished to-day and the author left for 
New York, whence he will sall on Wednesday 
for London. 

There are those who are outspoken in their 
opinion that his departure was hastened by 
well defined instincts of aiscretion. 

THE BOOK. 

The frontispiece of the book is in itself a 
caricature which deals out the bitterest kind 
of condemnation, It is a reproduction of 
Hof!mann’s famous picture, ‘‘Christ Driving 
the Money Changers out of the Temple, 
but the faces of the fleeing crowd have 
been changed to those of prominent 
Chicagoans. Just in front of Christ with his 
whip of cords, stoops a man raking coins 
which have been hurled from an overturned 
table intothetopofa receptacle which re- 
sembles a North Side street car. The face is 
that of Charles Yerkes. Immediately behind 
him, with a huge bag under 
his arm labeled Gas Trust. stands 


O. K. Billings, and at one side M. C. McDon- 
ald. Alderman Powers is represented as 
running away. Inthe background Alderman 
Brown, famous for his connection with the 
Watson gas ordinance, stands grinning at 
the extreme right of the picture. 

The preface of the forthcoming book 18 
written in Mr. Stead’s characteristic vein. 
He says: 

‘*The original conception of Christ coming 
to Chicago, reached me like most of my 
religious philosophical notions through the 
poetry of James Russell Lowell.

Referring to his description of the Harrison 
Street Station he declares it to be a central 
cess pool of all the poisonous drippings of 
Chicago, a city which he says has become 
the greatest cess pool of the world. He gives 
a list of names of the owners of the property 
— as houses of ill fame and gambling 

ells. 

HOMES OF THE MAGDALENS. 

The second part of the book is an exhaust- 
ive review of the observations into the 
homes of the Magdalens. He tells of a church 
which would not aliow fallen women to 


enter. 

„Sucha church may be respectable, as 
Thurtell, the murderer, was declared to be 
respectable, because he kept a gig.“ says 
the author; but its respectability will not 
save it from going down with all its conven- 
tlonalities into perdition; nor will it have far 
to go, for the abode of such is nigh unto the 
gates of hell.“ 

He stops with the assertion that the fallen 
creatures in public houses of Chicago are not

THE VAN NOSTRAND SUICIDE. 


Gardiner Slew Himself Because He Was 
Short as Trustse. 


NEwWBURG, N. T., March 3.—When Gardiner 
Van Nostrand committed suicide two months 
ago it was said he was short in his accounts 
as trustee ofthe estate of his father, John 
Van Nostrand of Brooklyn, and that the sui- 
cide was caused by a legal demand dy his 
sisters for an accounting.

Mrs. Prescott alleges that Kookogey at his 
death left a will devising his entire estate to 
her, but the willhas been destroyed or with- 
held by the defendant, who is the legal widow 
of the dead man, 

William P. Kookogey was born in Baltimore 
thirty-five years ago. His father is now liv- 
ing in Washington, D. C., where he is em- 
ployed in the book-binding department of 
the Government printing office. Young Koo- 
kogey was educated at Georgetown Univer- 
sity, where he studied law. He came to this 
city and opened an office in the United 
Bank Building, and was something of a 
protege of Conkling after the latter resigned 
from the United states Senate. About eleven 
years ago he fell in love with Miss Elizabeth 
Marvin of Brooklyn, and when he desired to 
marry her Mr. Conkling wrote a letter to the 
lady’s father, speaking of the young man in 
the highest terms. They were wedded and 
four children were born to them. While 
practicing law he became much interested in 
electricity, which he then studied most 
thoroughly. Noless than five patents were 
issued to him in this leid. 

About four years ago business matters 
began to go wrong with him and he then re- 
sorted to dubious practices to make money. 
In a short time he developed into a skillful 
swindler, A marked change was soon 
noticed in his mode of life. He began to con- 
sort with women of cloudy reputation and 
spent money in a lavish way. Oneof his 
schemes was the organization and promotion 
of the Standard Light Co. He opened a labor- 
atory at No. 53 West Broadway and an- 
nounced himself as an electrical engineer 


and chemist, and he succeeded in trading off 
an electric light patent fora large sum of 
money, after which he victimized a young 
man in Brooklyn named Lynch, out of $8,000. 
A seheme to recover metal from the acids 
used in electric batteries netted several 
thousand dollars, including $700 borrowed 
trom a fellow tenant. 

Two years ago with a gang of Wall street 
wreckers, at the head of which was the no- 
torious John Devlin, he assisted in swind- 
ling Col. Robert Leonard outof $10,000 by 
persuading himtobuy a block Of valueless 
hy pothecated stock. The matter was 
brought before the Grand Jury and be and 
Devlin were indicted, He fled to avoid arrest 
— the bench warrant that was issued for 

m. 

Some months before this he had met the 
woman who now calls herself Mrs. Prescott, 
who says she was an actress, They became 
infatuated witheach other and went to live 
together in Baltimore. He went there under 
the name of Morgan and was joined by his 
paramour after a few days. After borrowing 
$300, the savings of an old schoolmate. Koo- 
kogey took the woman to Chicago, where 
they stopped at the Southern Hotel 
as Mr. and Mrs. Parker. The 
World's Fair offered the best opportunity for 
swindling, and they at once proceeded to 
organize a company for electrical displays at 
the Exposition. He interested John E. Craw- 
ford, a lawyer, in the scheme and the latter 
invested $3,000 in the transaction. 

Finding it unsafe to remain in Chicago. 
Kookogey went to Salt Lake, leaving the 
woman behind. He remained there for some 
time, gambling. His frequent letters to Mrs. 
Prescott were full of endearing terms and he 
always addressed her as My Darling Wife. 
After several months he succeeded in getting 
ahead ofthe game and sent for the woman, 
From Salt Lake they went to San Francisco 
where he was arrested on the charge of grand 
larceny at the telegraphic request of the 
Chief of Police of Chicago for swindling 
Orawford. 

He and his supposed wife were permitted 
to visit the Grand Hotel in San Francisco in 
charge of a detective to obtain a change of 
clothing, The prisoner sat at a table and 
wrote a number of letters, packed his trunk, 
and then, walking over to the bed, embraced 
the woman. At the same time he drew a re- 
volver, and, placing it at his right temple, 
blew out his brains. Oneof the letters he 
left was addressed to Mrs. Prescott, and in it 
he sald: 

Don't be proud. Accept their ald. You 
will be able to repay it a thousand times out 
of the estate which I have left you by will, 
and I hereby declare it tobe my will that 
you take everything that I possess.’’ 

According to Mrs. Prescott’s story she 
managed to get back to New York, and going 
to the safe * company was astounded 
to und that the will had been abstracted. 
At the time of his suicide, Mrs. Prescott as- 
serts, he was unable to obtain possession of 
any portion of the Pennsy!vania estate, as it 
was in lit'gation, which has not yet ended. 
She seeks to establish the will in her favor so 
shecan have herself made a party tothe 
legal proceedings in Pennsyivania. She isa 
tall slender blonde, and apparently about 25 
years ofage. -She threateus to star ina play 
founded on the story. 

Mrs. Kookogey, the widow of the suicide, 
resides in Brooklyn with her four children, 
She says that about four yearsago her hus- 
band began to neglect his family, and she 
learned that he was keeping several women 
in New York and Brooklyn, with whom he 
made several trips around the country. She 
once surprised him with the Prescott woman 
in a hotel. She says he left no estate what- 
ever, and she is obliged to support her chil- 
dren by painting and teaching music. 

Lawyer Marvin is Mrs. Kookogey’s father. 
He said that his son-in-law was at first a fine 
man but became a thorough scoundrel. His 
favorite method of gaining the favor of the 
women with whom he consorted was to tell 
them of his estate and promise to will it to 
them, Mrs. Prescott seemed to believe it. 
He left no estate whatever, said Mr. Marvin. 
His widow was penniless and had to resort 
to her ability as an artist to earn a living. 
My daughter knows nothing of any will and 
certainly did net abstract or destroy one. We 
will make a complete denial of the charges. 

Miss Tasker, who is said to have left the 
money is still living.

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HISTORIC GROUND. 


The Mormon Temple Lot Case Decided 
at Kansas City. 


FOR MANY YEARS IT8 OWNERSHIP HAS 
BEEN IN LITIGATION, 


Once Sixty Aores in Extent, It Now 
Comprises but a Small Area—Its His- 
tory Dates Back to the Early Days of 
the Faith—Now in the Hands of the 
Reorganized Church. 


KANSAS OITY, Mo., March 3.—The suit for 
possession of the Mormon temple lot at In- 
dependence was decided in the United States 
Circuit Court by Judge Phillips in favor of 
the reorganized church and ends a long liti- 
gation. 

The temple lot originally consisted of sixty 
acres of ground, but its area has been grad- 
ually reduced until now it comprisesa block 
of property 800 feet square, located on one of 
the highest eminences in Independence. It 
is surrounded bya barb wire fence, and in 
the northeast corner is a small frame church, 
which is used by the Hedrickites. 

The history of the Temple lot dates back 
almost to the time of the inception ofthe 
Mormon faith and is associated with the 
days when the saints were a power in Jack- 
son County. 

In 1832, itis claimed that an angel ot the 
Lord appeared to Joseph Smith, the prophet, 
in a Vision and told him that Jackson Oounty 
was the site of the original garden of Eden 
and that Temple Lot was the very spot 
where the fig tree grew, from which our 
first parents obtained their wardrobe. 
Here, it was said that on the last 
day, when the earth is to crumble 
into glowing ashes and be swept away by the 
winds of the universe, the faithfal Mormons 
would congregate and ascend to heaven from 
the magnificent temple ordained to De 
erected. Thetruth ofthis prophecy is de- 
nied by some of the Mormons who claim that 
the lot is simply a sacred piece of soil 
destined for a site for a Mormon temple. 

Judge Phillips reviews the various phases 
ofthe case from the time the sixty acres of 
land were purchased in 1830 by an agent of 
the Mormon Church for the purpose of erect- 
ing a temple designed to be the New Jeru- 
salem of this religious order. For sixty-two 
years, he adds, it has been known as Tem- 
ple Lot,’’ on which, in the fullness of the 
prophecy, was to be erected a splendid tem- 
ple for the gathering of the believers for ro- 
ligious worship and exaltation, 

AN INTERESTING CASE,

The first blunder, ip one from which 
many others sprang, wee the failure to im- 
mediately call Congress together in special 
session to reduce and reform the tariff. 
This is the issue on which the party was 
swept into office and the work should have 
been undertaken before the enthusiasm 
subsided and before the defeated 
and dispirited advocates of special 
privileges recovered their wits and 
organized their opposition. And when 
Congress was summoned there was an un- 
fortunate want of good understanding be- 
tween the President and the Senate, which 
led to the unseemly employment of ob- 
structive tactics and prolonged the sus- 
pense in the financial world which should 
have been dispelled by the hearty co- 
operation of all factions, united in the 
presence of a grave emergency. The post- 
ponement of tariff legislation and the 
wrangle over the silver repeal bill aroused 
the resentment of business men and raised 
serious question in thoughtful minds of 
the competency of the Democratic party. 

Nor have the President’s appointments 
been calculated to reassure those who 
pinned their faith upon his judgment. 
That of Mr. Olney seemed to be a notice 
that inaugural assurances were only Pick- 
wickian utterances, meaning nothing in 
particular, while the bestowal of an am- 
bassadorship upon Mr. Van Alen indicated 
a belief on the part of the President that 
Democratic denunciation of the Wana- 
maker appointment was equally Pick- 
wickigh and meaningless. In the distribu- 
tion of other offices Mr. Cleveland has in 
thie main avoided adverse criticism so far 


‘as the personal character and affiliations 


of the appointees are concerned, but he 
can hardly be acquitted of the charge that 
he has used patronage to procurea sub- 
servient following in both Houses of Con- 
gress. 

But the president is not alone responsi- 
ble for the loss of party prestige. The dis- 
graceful deadlock in the Senate last sum- 
mer, the utter lack of cohesion in the 
House, the inability of the Democrats to 
do business in an orderly, business-like 
fashion, the absenteeism which has kept 
back legislation for weeks, and finally the 
sudden appearance of the ‘‘conservatives’’ 
trying to McKinleyize the Wilson bill—all 
these are well calculated to make the 
country wonder if the Democratic party 
has the legislative faculty, whether it is 
equal to positive progressive work. 

Onjthe whole the first year of Democratic 


administration has been unsatisfactory. 


The country has not obtained what it 
asked for, nor what it hada right to ex- 
pect. With a year’s costly experi- 
ence behind them, however, we may hope 
that the future course of the Democrats 
will be characterized by more vigor and 
intelligence. 


GLADSTONE. 

Crowned with the highest honors of the 
University of Oxford, Mr. Gladstone, at 
the age of 23, was elected to Parliament in 
the Conservative interest from Newark. 
From that time until now, when he volun- 
tarily retires from the highest office a sub- 
ject can hold under English law, he has 
been in active political life; prominent al- 
most from the very first, and a recognized 
leader when still a young man—‘'the ris- 
ing hope of the stern, unbending Tories,“ 
as Macaulay then saluted him. For sixty- 
two years—the most stirring years of the 
most stirring century the world has 


known—he has been in the front of En- 


gland’s political battle, either as a trusted 
lieutenant or as commanding general. No 
such record has ever been made before, by 
any man in any country.

MUNRO’S MILLION. 

The fact that Norman L. Munro, the 
publisher, leaves an estate ofa million of 
dollars is full of a most unpleasant sig- 
nificance. 

It is doubtful it his name ever appeared 
on the title page of any book the composi- 
tion of which was regulated throughout 
by the rules of good taste and the laws of 
sound literary art, while on the other 
hand it has become notorious in connec- 
tion with sensational publications, many 
of which were vicious in their effects if not 
in their intention. 

We have a right as a peopleto feel 
humiliated that the man who thus pan- 
dered to ignorance and its tastes should 
have been so richly rewarded, but we have 
no right to be pessimistic in such humilia- 
tion. 

We must not assume in the first place 
that popular literature of this kind pays 
as well as popular literature in which good 
taste and good sense are not outraged. 
Munroj made his million, but if he had 
done in America the work the Chambers 
firm of publishers did in England and Scot- 
land, he might have doubled or tripled it. 
The masses of the people, especially of 
young people, who are always in the ma- 
jority of the living, are hungry for reading 
matter that is not ‘‘written over their 
heads,’’ and if the bad and the good were 


submitted to them in equally intelligible’ 


shape and of equal interest, they would 
certainly choose the good. There is both 
good fame and large fortune for the pub- 
lisher who will cut loose fromthe ‘‘hi- 
falutin’’ and do this work. : 

It must be remembered also that even the 
most sensational trash, so it be not abso- 
lutely criminal, may work an advance in 
the mind sufficiently undeveloped to be at- 
tracted by it. What would degrade the 
mind of the college professor might ele- 
vate the mind of the Sioux Indian or of the 
street arab who reads nothing but dime“ 
novels. 

It is always consoling to remember that 
what seems wholly evil may be only im- 
perfectly good, but there are nevertheless 
those of us who might be encouraged in 
well-doing if Munro had died in the poor- 
house instead of in a millionaire’s palace. 


THE ITALIAN SITUATION. 


Just at present Italy is the most inter- 
esting point in European politics, and it 
cannot be denied that the situation there 
approaches very near the danger line. The 
treasury is not only practically empty, but 
there is a large deficit which is likely to 
increase rather than diminish. To meet 
the emergency and avoid if possible a 
total financial collapse, the load of taxa- 
tion—already too heavy—is being made 
heavier, thereby causing more popular 
discontent than has been manifested since 
Italy became an independent nation. 
There have been one or two insurrections 
which required sharp military measures to 
suppress, and the air is full of rumors of 
impending revolution—rumors probably 
set in motion by those with whom ‘‘the 
wish is father to the thought. 

Certainly the country has nothing to 
gainand everything to lose by revolution 
now, for in such case it would almost in- 
evitably become—what it was for a thou- 
sand years and more—the prey of powerful 
and unscrupulous neighbors who have 
long been watching and waiting for 
the opportunity which revolution, 
and its consequent disintegration, 
would surely bring. There never 
has been very close sympathy or 
afflliation between the respective people 
ot Northern, Central and Southern Italy, 
and should the cohesive and coercive 
power of the monarchy be destroyed, sec- 
tional rivalries and jealousies would be 
intensified and aggravated, rendering any- 
thing like harmonious and permanent 
union well-nigh hopeless, Itis needless 
to remark thatthe neighbors aforesaid 
would do their utmost; by intrigue and 
conspiracy, to widen and deepen the 
breach between the different sections to 
serve their own selfish purposes. 

With the rumors of revolution have been 
coupled rumors of a republic to follow it; 
as if it were the easiest thing in the world 
to set up and maintain a popular govern- 
ment, when in fact itis the most difficult 
and doubtful of all political undertakings. 
Something called a republic’? might in- 
deed be set up, but the chances are largely 
in favor of ita being of the South American 
variety.

The revolt ot she British daughter 
against the British mother, a sketch of 
which was recently given in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, is aninteresting development of 
the end of the century.

She finds hersel? pinned down to the same 
spot that she has always been by the 
solid weight of the British mother. With 
all the feelings and aspirations of a woman 
sheis treated asan infantin swaddling 
clothes. With the yearning for liberty 
and the example of it.set before her by the 
daughters of the new world she is held in 
chains for the matrimonial market. She 
isnot expected to know anything, nor 
allowed to think or doanything that is 
not prescribed by mamma as strictly 
proper. Sheisa slaveto a conventional 
notion of propriety and a conventional 
standard of innocence. 

The revolt of the daughter is analogous 


in social life to the revolt of the people in 


politics. The people were held down in 
ignorance for centuries on the theory that 
ignorance was necessary to their happi- 
ness and well being, Men whoreally de- 
sired to elevate the people were afraid that 
knowledge and independence would be 
dangerous. It was only after they were 
tried that it was discovered that the dan- 
gerous things were ignorance and depend- 
ence, because they made weaklings who 
abused what little power and freedom they 
could grasp. 

The British matron has been imbued 
with the same false notion about her 
daughter. She has been so long accus- 
tomed to look upon ignorance as inno- 
cence and watchfulness as the only safety 
of girls that she views the unrest of her 
daughter with shuddering apprehen- 
sion. She is afraid to let her try her own 
powers of self-dependence. But the Amer- 
ican girl is doing in the social world 
what the American man did in the polit- 
ical. She is proving the strength of knowl- 
edge and liberty. She is demonstrating 
that a young woman may know and not 
only be innocent but fortified against evil. 

All that British mothers and daughters 
need is a little education—the former in the 
effects of knowledge and liberty on char- 
acter and the latter in the value and use of 
freedom, The revolting daughters may

BADLY WOUNDED. 


Men Met in the Street and the Firing 
_ Began—Ratliffe Arrested and Piaced 
3 in Jail—The A ffray Grew Out of Events 
at the Lest Session of the Legislature— 
The Record of Crime. 


* Koscivusxo, Miss,, March 8.—W. P. Rat- 
re, Populist member of the Legisiature 
from Attala County, to-day shot and killed 
. A. Jackson, his Democratic colleague and 
a leading business man. During the firing a 
bystander, Samuel Russell, receiveda stray 
hot in the mouth, «illing him instantly, and 
Villiam Saunders, amother outsider, was 
shot through the thigh, and it is thought will 
die. The two latter are young farmers liv- 
ingafew miles from town. It is thought 
Doth the latter received shots from Rat- 
cliffe’s deadly pistol. The shooting took 
place on the public street. 
-Ratliffe was at once placed in jail under a 
heavy guard, as Jackson's friends were re- 
Ported as threatening lynching. 

Tue cause of the trouble is reported to be as 
follows: Jackson wasa staunch Democrat, 
elected last fail to fill the unexpired terin of 
*. S. Terry, deceased. He was 

a staunch administration man, and 
in nis canvass stood by Cleveland and Car- 
Usle, announcing his preference for Carlisle 
for Presidentin 1896. Despite the closeness 
of the politics of his county he won hand- 
somely. 

Ratliffe, who is a preacher, was elected as 
an Alliance Democratto the Legislature of 
1891 on the Sub-treasury ticket, but deserted 
his party in 1892, ran for Congress on the 
Populist ticket, supporting Weaver for 
President. He was crushingly defeatea by 
John Sharpe Williams. — 

Atthe recent session of the Legislature 
Ratliffe placed in nomination for Senator, to 
succeed Walthall, Frank Burkitt, the Popu- 
list caucus nominee, while Jackson was a 
steadfast supporter in the Democratic 
caucus of Judge A. F. Campbell. 

Every Democratic member of the Legisla ; 
ture was pledged‘. caucas to so vote in the 
open session of the Legislature that there 
should be no election until the caucus made 
a nomination, the object of course being to 
preclude the possibility of the Populite vote 
in the Legislature from having any effect or 
possibly deciding the election during the bal- 
loting in the open session. Jackson under 
this rule on one occasion cast his vote for 


Hon. W. L. Nugent, an eminent lawyer of 
Jackson and a sound Democrat, buta brother 
of the Populite nominee for Governor of 
Texas in the last election in that State. 
After the adjournment of the Legislature, 
Fatiiffe, who edits a third party paper, pub- 
lished in it that Jackson had voted for a Pop- 
wlite for Senator. Jackson seelng this wrote 
to Col. Nugent stating that he had casta 
complimentary vote for him, under the

WALEED 560 MILES TO SCHOOL. 


| A Colored Boy in the South Who Was 
Bound to Get an Education. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 
ATLANTA, Ga., March 1.—One of the pupils 
at Atianta University is a colored boy who 
walked all the way from Vickeburg, Miss., to 
Atlanta, Ga.,in order to get a chance to work 
for an education. The distance is 660 miles, 
and he walked every step of the way. The 
Atlanta University is for the education of 
colored youths. This colored boy, P. P. Lee 
by name. attended the public school in Vicks- 
burg when he was not working, and bis de- 
sire for Knowledge became a passion, Presi- 
dent Bumstead of the university sent him a 
Catalogue of the institution and advised him 
to save some money before coming to At- 
lanta. Butyoung Lee decided to take the 


chances of findinc employment in Atlanta, 
and on Nov. 28, 1893, started out.

primitive races in the borthern 

earth has been given to the world by A. H. 
Savage Landor, an Bnglishman who made a 
visit to Hakodate, whichis onthe island of 
Yezo, and is the northern treaty port of the 
Japanese islands. There he found some 
queer specimens of semi-human kind known 
asthe Hairy Ainu. The Ainus are probably 
the ‘‘lowest down’’ In the scale of humanity 


of any living race. 
Mr. Landor had heard that no solitary 
traveler could possibly make atour of the 
island, but he succeeded in doing so, and 
gives some interesting ethnological facts in 


An Ainu Man, 
a narrative published by him entitled, 
„Alone with the Hairy Ainu,’’ 

The Ainu is described as having no simi. 
larity whatever to the Japanese and Chinese 
typeofmen. Thecolor of the skin is light 
reddish-brown. The eye is particularly con- 
trasted to the Mongolian eye, having a sim- 
llar form and setting to that of North Eu- 
ropeans, The hairy skin is supposed to in- 
dicate a northern origin. 

The eyes are very expressive and show the 
emotions in an interesting way. In adults 
the hair is black, wavy and inclined to form 
large curls. The emotions are expressed by 
slight changes of posture or gesture, but the 
Alnu do not care to show their feelings; they 
have no sense of shame, and even fear ap- 
pears hardly known to them. 

In the Smithsonian report of 19890 is an ac- 
count of them, written by Mr. Romyn Hitch- 
cock, who visited their island two years pre- 
viously. The accompanying illustrations 


are characteristic portraits, showine ad- 
mirably the hairy character of the men and 
the fashion of tattooing a mustache on the 
women. 

Their history for the last 2,500 years is toa 
certainextent known. They were supposed 
atone time to have occupied the Japanese 
archipelagoes and to have been driven to 
Yezo, when they maintained their indepen- 
dence until the ninth century, then becom- 
ing subject to Japan. Their flerceness grau- 
ually left them, and they are now among 
the most peaceable and submissive of the 
earth’s inhabitants at Yezo. Their number 
is estimated to be about 17,000. 

The races showing the least human advance- 
ment abound morein the Southern than in 
the Northern hemisphere. The Ainusare the 
most primitive of. primitive races in the 
Northern hemisphere,according to the latest 
observations. 

In commenting upon this peculiar people, 
Hitchcock says thacthe women do most of 
the hard work, but the men when hunting 
can walk forty miles a day without fatigue, 
although they usually prefer to ride, ponies 
being plentifm and of a good breed. In 
moving a load or heayy object the Ainus 
never push, but always pull towards them. 
They appear to use the feet and toes very 
freely to help their hands an‘ fingers, and 
they readily employ their teeth, preferring 
to pull witb the teeth than the hand when an 
unusually heavy hall is necessary. 

Their appearance struck Mr. Landor as ex- 
actly like the reconstructions of the prim. 
tive man of Northern Europe, and many of 
their movements recalied those of the 
anthropolad apes, whicharethe only crea- 
tures that have been thought of as the poss!- 
ble connecting link’’ between men and 
their fellow animals of a lower grade. 

They arean extremely filthy people, both 
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An Ainu Woman. 


in their persons and huts. They seem to 
have an acute sense of smell, distinguishing 
between the odorof an Englishman anda 
Japanese, but oblivious to their own very 
marked perfume—an intensified form of the 
*‘*‘pecullar odor of an uncleaned monkey’s 
cage.’’ The sense of touch is singularly de- 
fective, and even when the extremes are 
painful they cannot distinguish the sensa- 
tion of heat fromthatof cold. Their hear- 
Ing is very acute. They are small in stature, 
although rather larger than the Japanese. 
Although ignorant and superstitious they 
do not look like savages or barbarians,’’ 
says Mr. Hitchcock. Their manners are 
gentle, their voices soft and pleasing. The 
young women are often comely and attrac- 
tive. The Japanwse in Yezo are quick to rec- 
ognize the good qualities of the Ainu women, 
and many of them marry Ainu wives. 

A century ago, the Ainu were living in the 
age ofstone. They are beyond it now only 
because they have obtained knives from the 
Japanese. They have no writing, no 
records of the st, no aspirations. Their 
langauge is still a- pussle; their traditions 
and myths are scarcely known excepttoa 
few students. They are incapable of ad- 
vancement. 

After a century of contact withthe Japan- 
ese they have learned no arts, adopted no 
improvements. Ihe hunter to-day sboots 
the bear with poisoned arrows from a bow as 
primitive as early man himself, aithough the 
Japanese are famous for their archery and 
weapons.

Hence the dispensers 
of providence devised new courses for their 
bounty, Societies were. formed to meet the 
emergency and to relieve the per- 
manent, long established charities of 
the strain to ‘which their resources 
had been subjected, The result has been 
that along the whole line of benevolent activ- 
ity there is as close a fit of the relief to the 
distress as charity and want ever reach in 
their mutual relations. 
TO GIVE WORK TO WOMEN. 

One of the first emergency societies was the 
Provident Aid Committee, organized as a 
department of the Woman’s Training School 


and placed in conjunction with the st. Louis 
Provident Association. The Provident Aid 
Comipittee was born at a time when the 
Provident Association was wrestling with 
the problem as to howto afford employ- 
ment for The committee 
introduced ‘the Provident 
Association realized the dream 
of the officials of the well known benevolent 
organization. The Provident Aid Committee 
has a large room atthe Woman’s — — 
Scnool, 813 North Fourth street, equippe 

with sewing machines and needieworkers’ 
Appliances. Women who are in want and 
deserve work are given tickets at the office 
of the Provident Association, which obtain 
for them temporary employment at the sew- 
ing rooms, 


THE METHOD. 

They are paid on a basis of 50 cents a day, 
and are given checks which secure for them 
from the Provident Association food, clothes, 
rentor whatever kind of relief they need, 


The Provident Association furnishes the 
cloth out of which the poor women make all 
kinds of wearing apparel. Old clothes are 
sent to the sewing room to be made over. The 
articles are distributed by the ovident As- 
sociation. The ladies who are members of the 
Ald Committee intend this week to g6olicit 
sewine work from their friends and thus give 
more steady employment tothe women who 
seek to earn their bread with the needle. 
Mrs. McFarlana and Urs. C. C. Rainwater 
have interested themselves most earnesily in 
the work of the committee. Mrs. MeFarland 
is the President and is a lady who is high- 
ly regarded on account of her zealous 
devotion to the cause of charity, 
although she has not identified herself witb 
works of benevolence until this winter, The 
wantand misery of thousands touched her 
heart and her exertlons have won for her the 
significant name ofa ‘‘worker.’’ She is also 
one of the most efficient members of the Lake 
Fund Lunch association. 

Mrs. C. C. Rainwater has been connected 
with charitable enterprises for so many years 
that her name is familiar to those who are 
interested in humanitarian endeav- 
ors. Her labors on the Provident Ald 
Committee are merely incidental to what 
she does as President of the Woman’s Train- 
ing School, a Director of the Woman’s Tralta- 
ing School, a member of the State Board of 
Woman’s and Young Woman’s Christian As- 
sociation, Vice-President for Missouri ofthe 
International Board of Woman’s Christian 
Associations, a Daughter of the Confederacy 
and a zealous member of the Ladies’ Aid So- 
clety of the Lafayette Park Methodist 
Church.

Mrs. J. M. Franciscus, Jr., deserves the 
most credit for the achievements of the as-

other ladies, sawthe laborers plodding by 
their West End homes with no dinner palls in 
their hands. Mrs. Franciscus interviewed 
some of them, hada talk with Mr. Isaac A. 
tmith, the Superintendent, and learned that 
many of the men sat on stumps of trees 
during the noon hour meditating on theirown 
poverty which deprived them offood. Mrs. 
Franciscus mentioned this condition of things 
to several of their friends, and met with a 
ready response toherovertures for organized 
relief. Mrs. Franciscus is an untiring friend 
ofthe needy but she shuns publicity, and 
hence the great world beyond her circle of 
acguaintances never hear of her works of 
charity. She is a member of the Queen’s 
Daughters’ Society and of other charitable 
organizations. 
THE SEWING GUILD. 

The Working Women’s Sewing Guild is a 
child of the distressing situation. Itis a 
protege of the Queen’s Daughters. The 
members are divided into workers, alders 


and solicitors. Any respectable woman out 
of employment may become a worker. The 
alders are such as contribute 25 cents a week, 
furnish new material or donate clothes, new 
or old. The solicitors collect the weekly 
dues. The workers are paid $1 a week and 
are permitted to take whatever garments are 
needed by themselves or children. If they 
are not in want of clothing their work will be 
presented to the Queen’s Daughters’ Dis- 
tributing Committee for the deserving poor. 
The workers meet twice a week, Mondays 
and Wednesdays, at st. John’s Library Hail, 
and sew from 9a. m. to 12 m. 

As yet the gulld has no officers, but is under 
the direct supervision of the Queen’s Daugh- 
ters’ management. Mrs. May Hoxsey, the 
President of the Queen’s Daughters, takes a 
deep interest in the work of the guild. 

THE EMERGENCY GUILD. ' 

The Emergency Guild is one of the most 
notable organizations called into being by 
the dearth of work. It was formed by mem- 
bers of the Wednesday Club. The original 
plan was for each member to become a fos- 
ter parent of some needy family, to make it 
self-supporting and to remove it from 
pauperizing influences, The ladies were to 
approach the families in a spirit of friend- 
ship and learn their wants. But the Guild 
was obliged to forego this plan 
on account of the widespread 
character of the distress. A more feasible 

lan was devised, namely, to provide work 

or poor women. The Social Economy Sec- 
tion of the W ednesday Club voiunteered to 
open sewing-rooms for the employment of 
women who had the recommendation of the 
guild, which at this stage of the work com- 
prisee 1655 members of the Wednesday Club. 
The first sewing-room was wstablished on

streets, with a view to giving work to women 
who are skilled and deft manipulators of the 
needie, Mrs. k.

AN INDIAN REPUBLIC. 


It Fatled of Establishment Just as the 
Dawes Commission Has Failed. 
Written for the SUNDAY PO8stT-DISPATCH. 

The failure of the Dawes Commission ot 
arrange a treaty with the Indian Territory 
Indians affords another instance of the in- 
tractable Indian character and his inability 
tocope with existing facts and conform to 
the inevitable tendency of changed condi- 
tions. The civilized tribes have made sur- 
prising progress in the right direction. They 
have adopted the white man’s religion and 
to some extent his forms of government, but, 
nevertheless, in the lines of Anglo-Saxon 
progress that press upon him from the front 
and rear, he has cometoahalt. Possessed 
of freedom and unlimited range within the 
limits of his territory, the Indian considers 
that to surrender will result in his annihila- 


tion. 

There was a time following our civil war 
which broke up the tribes tnto adverse and 
contending parties, when the general Gov. 
ernment had it in its power to reconstruct 
the Indian Territory upon an entirely new 
basis. It could have wiped out the tribal re- 
lations in the interest of progress, without 
asking the consent of the so-called wards of 
the nation, Butthis was not done, andthe 
favorable opportunity was lost, 

Instead of this, in 1866, new treaties were 
entered into with the various tribes, guaran- 
teeing former treaties with some modifica- 
tions, such as the grant of the right of way 
for railroads and the settlement of the wild 
tribes and Freedmen on the unoccupied 
land. A provision was also inserted for the 
establishment of a sort of general govern- 
ment, a confederacy of all the tribes, with a 
Legislature elected — themselves and a 
Governor to be appointed by the General 
1 me at — f ead. 

‘he plan seemed to promise good results; 
it would have kept the control of matters in 
thelr own hands, and was favored by the 
triends of the Indians, the authorities at 
Washington, and some of the more enlight- 
ened members of therace. ‘To carry out this 
scheme, in 1870, a convention composed of 
delegates from all the tribes was held at 
Ockmulgee, the capital of the Creek n ation, 
to form a constitution for the new Govern- 
ment. 80 favorably was the movement re- 
garded at Washington that the Indian Peace 
Commission was requested to attend the con- 
vention and give it their advice and encour- 
agement. The Commissioners wee attended

all the power of the Government authorities 
failed to freeze him out. There were dele- 
tes present from the following nations: 
herokee, Creek, Choctaw, Chickasaw, Sem- 
inole, Ottawas, Eastern Shawnees, Seneca, 
Wyandotte, Oonfederate Peorias, Sac and 
Foxes, Absentee Shawnees, Great and Little 
Osages. Some of the last named were but 
little removed in dress from the Blanket In- 
dians, and thelr appearaace excited the risi- 
bles of the moreelvilized, as if thelr ances- 
tors had not, a generation or two before 
worn the scalp-locx with faces Dedigzene 
with intinthe everglades of Florida, or 
the hills of North Carolina. Some old men 
yet remembered these things. 

After several weeks deliberation the con- 
vention agreed on a constitution, to de sub- 
mitted to the various tribes for ratification. 
The document was modeled after the State 
Constitutions, setting forth a Dill of rights 
and providing for the usual executive, legis- 
lative and judicial branches of government. 

On its submission for approval or rejection 
it encountered a violent opposition from the 
large tribes, more particularly the Chero- 
kees, and failed of ratification. 

The new constitution became a dead letter, 
notwithstanding the fine speeches and et- 
forts made in its behalf. Some of the leading 
advocates of the measure in convention, it is 
said, secretly opposed its adoption, and it 
failed to secure the requisite two-thirds ap- 


proval. 

The constitution, after all, was but a parody 
on the usual Republican form. It was too 
complex for the comprebension ofthe Full 
Bloods and Pin Indians generally. These 
astute statesmen were o toany form 
of territorial government being ext 
overthem. They clung to their cabins, their 
ancieht laws and customs, to the national, 
territorial and personal independence, with 
the tenacity of life itself, and the conse-

‘gon, who wrote articles in their favor and 
openly sympathized with them to such an 
extent thata law was enacted by which he 
could be deported for - attempting to stir up 
sedition. Yet after Malietoa had defeated 
the rebels no retaliative action was taken 
against the white man who was little less a 
rebel than Mataafa himself. 

The insurgents do not think it fair that 
Malietoa should have the helpof foreign war- 
ships to fight bis battles, and they look upon 
their last defeat as a temporary revérse 
which they can easily wipe out when Malie- 
toa has not the immediate aid of a warship. 
The present month is the beginningof the 
burricane season, which may safely be cal- 
culated upon to give them ninety days to 
carry out their plans, for from January to 
March, inclusive, the harbor of Apia does 
not afford safe anchorage, and foreign war- 
ships must keep away from Samoa. 

Outside of Apia such a thing as a road is 
unknown, and communication with the east- 
ern and southerly portions of the island is 
only to be had by boat, and that is not with- 
out danger at certain seasons ofthe year. 
The Samoans are probably the least ambi- 
tio¥s or curious of all men when ambition or 
curiosity can only be xratified at the expense 
of work, and as they need but little to keep 
them alive andcan have abundance of fish 
or bread-fruit (their favorite food) close at 
hand they forthe most part remainin the 
part of the island in which they were born, 
Thus it can easily be seen that the Govern- 
ment might be overturned and a new one set 
up before the fact would be known to the 
majority of the men expected to pay allegi- 
ance to it.

deported with Mataafa to the Marshall 
Islands. The treatment of the twenty-seven 
was nothing short of brutal at the outset. 
Those from Upoiu were sentenced to three 
years at hard labor, the Tatuila and Savall 
men one year. The prison accommodations 
were very limited and the prisoners were 
shut up forthe greater part of their time in 
cells without light. For the least offense 
they were flogged, though what appeared 
hardest to them was that no distinction was 
made between them, the principal chiefs of 
the country, and the common prisoners, 
whose crimes were forgery, theft or at- 
tempted murder. 

Some three months ago the Governor of 
the prison resigned. Capt. Wurmbrandt. 
late of the Austrian Army, was appointed 
in his stead. Great improvements were car- 
ried out under his direction. Native houses 
were erected in the prison yard, and to these 
the political prisoners were transferred. The 
Government, however, did not approve of 
this, and Capt. Wurmbrandt, too, has re- 
signed. 

These prisoners all expressed themselves 
to the SUNDAY Posr- DISPATCH correspondent 
who visited them as confident that their 
term of imprisonment will soon be Drought 
toaclose by war. The four soldiers sta-

principal chiefs are in exlle with Mataafa, It 
isnot difficult to guess what its neutrality 
means. 

FRICTION IN THE GOVERNMENT. 


In the Government itself there has been 


considerable friction of late, and it ig more 
than prdbable that when the war cloud 


breaks it willfindthe Government not only 
almost unprepared, but divided. 

The Consuls had been makinglaws for some 
time before President Schmidt came by in- 
timidating the native Government, although 
the final Berlin treaty especially stipulates 
that it shall be independent. ‘he natives 
have just become aware that thelr consent 
to laws is optional, andthey have taken Herr 
schmidt’s arrival as the time for resenting 
the conduct of the Consuls. The result is 
that the natives are extremely obstinate and 
Overlook the pressing need of good govern- 
ment, while gratifying their pique by snub- 
bing the new auviser. 

The white people,too, are very dissatisfied, 
and a large proportion of them openly wish 
fora warto give tue three powers a chance 
to rectify their mistake in not insisting upon 
the total disarming of natives. All seem 
heartily tired of bad government, andthe 
majority, coming from New Zealand, are 
naturally in favor of Great Britian annexing 
the islands in deflance of the other two 
powers. 

Thereisno doubt thatthe natives would 
be glad to be under British rule, on account 
of their bitter hatre:l of Germany. Many 
bave the American and British flags tatooed 
together upon their arms, though not one 
native in the whole group is decorated with 
the German flag. Many have been over to 
New Zealand and to Fiji, and have brought 
back glowing accounts of prosperity as com- 
pared with that of samoa. 

The general expectationis that there will 
be two distinct wars, one, the most im- 
minent, between the loyal part of Savali and 


actually fighting against them. 
THE BRAND OF COWARD. 

Various means have been tried by the Gov- 
ernment to prevent men degerting from the 
army. Upon the suggestion of Mr. Cusack 
Smith, the British Consul, an army regula- 
tion has been adopted providing that any 
one who deserts shall, upon capture, have 
the word ‘‘cowarda’’ tattooed upon his chest, 
a stigma the fellow must carry tothe grave. 
Tattooing a man thus when he changes his 
politics, after the manner of Samoans, is not 
likely to make the cause of the Government 
popular.

The white people are in little danger, as 
not only will the greater part of the fighting 
probably take place some twelve miles out of 
Apla, but the natives have openly avowed 
that if interfered with their quarrelis not 
with foreigners. Still, a native when mad- 
— — by vattle is hardly responsibie for his 
ac 8. : 

Much might be done towards firmly estab- 
lishing law and order by disarming the 
natives. Why this has not deen done is a 
mystery. There is no big game on the island, 
and as the most formidable thing that can be 
shot isa pigeon there is no necessity for the 
rifles with which most of the natives are 
armed. In fact, the only use to which rifies 
can be put is the taking of human life. 

The Government sent to Aana not long ago 
commanding seventeen of the rebel chiefs to 
appear ata meeting in Mulinu to state their 
grievances and answer for their act in 
fomenting troudle and discord, The meeting 
began to-dayin the presence of Malietoa, 
President Schmidt and Chief Justice Ide. 

One hour was alloted to these three officials 
and their interpreters, while the representa- 
tives of Aana, Autua, Taumasanga, Tutuila 
and Savil had separate hours of their oon. 
The huts were arranged nearly in circular 
form, aud speakers, when addressing the 
meeting, stood in front of the huts whose in- 
mates they represented,

Aana, followed by the Atuans attacking Tau- 
masanga. 

The men of Savall are at present on the 
Island of Upolu in large numbers, having 
taken up their positſon to the extreme west 
of the district which is loyal, and bordering 
upon Aana. 

Tne Aana people are unmistakably prepar- 
ing for war. Boats are being painted ang re. 
fitted and the older ones overhauled and put 
into a condition of usefulness, so that, with- 
out the aid of small boats and outriggers, 
they can ina short time transport from 2,000 
to 3,000 men to the scene of fighting. All 
through the district of Aana great distrust 
and watchfulness are manifested. Strangers 
are looked upon as spies, and all the men 


An Atuan made a speech, in whitch he de. 
clared that his district will support the Gov. 
ernment, but it is thought that this was only 
said to shield the Atuans. 

Ofthe seventeen Aana chiefs summoned, 
sixteen were present. Theother, being ab- 
sent in Savali, could not attend. 


BLOODSHED BARELY AVERTED. 


The letter commanding the presence of the 
Aano men promised them protection, as the 
Samoan custom would have been to fall upon 
them as soon as they reached Mulinn.

Among the letters of Edwin Booth pub- 
-lished in the December number of Harper's 
Magazine, there 1g one written presumably 
by William Bispham, who edits the corre. 
spondence, which reads as follows: 

**BaLTIMORE, Friday, Feb. 28, 1890. 

How gets on the Cooke tomb? Dia 1 tel 
you that some fellow wrote to me that he 
was almost sure that he had Cooke’s skull, 
found in the ruins ofthe Park Theater, and 
wished to estore it to ‘the original 
bearer?’ ’’ 

Ecwin Booth evidently regarded “this 
fellow’’ as a crank, and so, indeed, he may 
have been. The tone of the letter; which is 
quoted above, is that of pitying surprise that 
anybody could have concelved such an ab- 
surd idea. Had Mr. Booth attached any im- 
portance at all to the communication he had 
received, he would not have forgotten the 
writer’s name and referred to him as some 
fellow,’’ nor would he have dismissed so 
nippantiy the idea of restoring the skull to 
its ‘‘orlginal bearer.’’ 

It remains now to point out that the fel- 
low’’ may have had the skull; that some- 
body has it; that it is not in the Cooke tomb; 
and that there is indisputable evidence of its 
having been in the Park Theatre as a prop- 
erty ,aslate as 1824. And thereby hangs a 
very curious tale, which as an illustration of 
the utter vanity of earthly honor, probably 
cannot be matched in our time. 

A THEATRICAL SHRINE. 

The Cooke tomb that Mr. Booth refers to 18 
in the center of St. Paul's church-yard, west 
of the church, and can be seen from either 
Fulton or Vesey street distinctly. It is a col- 
umn about six feet high, resting on a square 
base, It was erected by the celebrated 
Edmund Kean in 1821, who had the body of 


the almost equally celebrated George Fred- 
erick (ooke removed from the strangers’ 
Vault or st. Paul's and placed in the new 
tomb. From that day to the present this 
monument has been, in a sense, a theatrical 
shrine. 

Four great actors of different periods have 
inscribed their memorials on it. The two 
Keans, Sothern and booth have placed pan- 
eis tllere, and it is to the final restoration of 
the tomb that Booth refers in his letter to Mr. 
Bispham, Nearly every great actor of our 
country and not a few tamous ones from 
a broad have made pilgrimages to thls spot. 
Rachel stood there one day inthe wet grass 
and threw her Chaplet on the base of the 
tomb. Chariotte Cushman, Fechter, Edwin 
Forrest, the elder Booth, Kossi, Walter uont- 
gomery and even Lola Montez pald it special 
visits and left their offerings. 

Now, who was the actor that at the begin- 
ning wf the century had erected over him 
this conspicuous shait that has deen Kept 
and adorned for nearly a huadred years, 
while the memoriaigs oj the city’s wortuies 
all about him have fallen into decay and 
gone awry to oblivion? 

George Frederick Cooke must have been, 
if tue reeords are at all rellable, a very great 
histrionic genius. Without discussing the 
quality of his talents, it is suafficient to say 
here that lis arrival in this country pro- 
duced a greater public sensation than the 
advent of any other foreign performer, With 
the singie exception of Jennie Lind. He 
made hisappearance at the Park ‘iheater, 
New York, Nov. 21, 1810, in Richard III. He 
was then in his 55th year. Dunlap says that 
the news of his engagement was received 
with general increduiliy. It appeared as 
impossivie to many tnat the great London 
actor could be induced to visit America, is 
that St. Paul’s Cathedral could ve transported 
across the Atlantic.“ 

On the night of ulis debut the scenes about 
the old Fark Iheater opposite the Astor 
nouse, were une xampled. do great was the 
press ard confusion that many people were 
injured, anu many iadies were taken round 
to tue back door OI the theater into that nur- 
row and dirty lane whicu is still Koaown to us 
as Theater alley, and introuuced to the boxes 
Irom behind the curtain. Dunlap records 
the tact that people sat all night ou the steps 
of the Park ‘theater to be frst in the line 
when the box-office opened in the morning, 
and one of the historians of New York de- 
clares that tLe arrival of Cooke in this coun- 
try ‘‘constituted the greatest epoch in the 
progress ot the drama. 

It you stopto think a moment, you can 
realize that he was the connecting link be- 
tween the old andthe new. He played with 
the yreat Mrs. Siddons and John Phillip 
hembie; he bad seen Garrick, Macklin, 
sheridan, barry, Yates. He had wrested tue 
supremacy irom Kemobie himself in 1800, and 
not only Holcroft, but all the other con- 
temporaneous English critics, acknow- 
ledged that as Richard and Shylock, EKugland 
had seen Do such actor as Cooke. 

The money received for the seventeen 
nights of his first engagement at the Park 
awountedto $21,578 making an average of 
$1,209 anigut. This was business, indeed, 
even for the palmy days. 

A GENIUS, BUT A DRUNKARD. 

We have now to say a word about the char- 
acter of the man. Mr. Cooke, more than 
any other of the eccentric geniuses of the 
stage, appears to have carried his worst 
enemy in hisappetite. Foralong time the 
Englisn papers insisted thatthe great actor 
would never have come to this country if he 
had not been inveigled while under the influ- 
ence of liquor by the manager of the Park 
Theater. Although this was proven to be 
false, Cooke’s conduct in this country gave 
ample foundation for the story. 

His manta for drink produced in him at 
times aberrations that were strangely akin 
toinsanity, and henever played a season 
after he reached his prime that was not 
marred by Lis irregularities or disgraced by 
his condition. Wiitiam Dunlap’s biography, 
which is the best I have been able to get hold 
of, ends with this remarkable summary: 
„Such was George Frederick Cooke, one 
among the very many instances on record, of 
the insufficiency of talents and genius with- 
out the ald of prudence to procure happiness 
to their possessors or to benefit mankind, 
otherwise than by the lesson which their de- 
plorable failure imparts for the instruction 
of others.’’ 

Another and contemporaneous biographer‘ 
who regrets that Dunlap should have paid so 
much attention to the character and so little 
to the genius ofthe mun, himseif admits 
that with all his genius, Cooke’s manila for 
drink dethroned his high purpose and at 
times degraded him below the dignity of 

an. 

In spite of all this the world regarded bim 
with tolerant wonder, and looked upon his 
excesses as the privilege of genius, tie was 
reseived and flattered and feted by the best 
people in New York; his praises were sung 
by the American press, and the public hung 
upon him with an idolatrous admiration. 
Twice during bis first season in this city he 
broke down completely while before the 
public, but he was rorgiven. Twice he dis- 
appointed his audience for no other reason 
but that be would not leave his boon com- 
panbions. 

Many of the anecdotes of him show that the 
bitterness left by the American Revolution 
still rankled in the hearts of Englishmen. 
He spoke of America with contempt, and 
almost invariably alluded to his hosts as 
„rebel Yankee Doodles. On bis arrival he 

ut up at the old Tontine Coffee House, on 
he corner of Wall and Water streets, where 
he was treated like a prince, and where he 
held princely revel, outdrinking and out- 
staying the merriest of old New York's high 
rollers. Manager Price finally got him away 
at his own house, where he Could keep a 
cioser eye on him. 


‘AN ANECDOTE, 
Buteven this change effected no perma- 
nent improvement in his habits, ana Mr. 
Dunlap, who was then an attache of the 
theater, records this anecdote of the actor,

situation. His skin and eyes were red, his 
linen dirty, his hair wildly pointing in every 
direction, and over his knee was spread an 
infant’s bib, or something else, with which, 
having lost his handkerchief, be wiped his 
incessantly moistened visage. T soothed him 
and replied to his repeated entreaties of 
‘Don’t leave me!’ by promising to remain 
with him. 

»The Sherirf’s officer then told me that the 
gentleman had stopped the levying on the 
goods and had agreed to pay the quarter’s 
rent. I wanted to make some inquiries, buat 
Cooke, in the most peremptory tone, de 
manded that the money should be aid in 
full. I paid the money and demanded the 
receipt, and the officer, who had been im- 
bibing Cooke's brandy and was nearly drunk 
himself, asked for the gentleman’s Christian 
name. Then it was that the momentary dis- 
tress of the vagabond dropped from the actor 
and the full dignity of the buskin came to 
view, as he reared his head and struck his 
breast and roared out: George Frederick— 
George Frederick Cooke, sir!’’ 


HIS DEATH AND FUNERAL. 

Finally Mr. Dunlap got him away from the 
house, and adds this touch of nature which 
puts the actor before us with inimitable 
stroke: ‘‘WhenI got him upon the Ditter- 
cold street, seeing that he needed a handker 


chief and remembering the filthy rag he had 
been using, | offered him a white handker- 
chief which I had put in my pocket before 
leaving my house. He thrust it aside with a 
princely motion, saying: ‘A gentieman, sir, 
— 58 accept a handkerchief that has been 
use »’ 2° 

Cooke had not been in the country a year 
before he began to show the effects of his ex- 
cesses and the climate. lle played in Phila- 
delphia, Boston and Baltimore, everywhere 
receiving the same adulatiqn, reaping the 
same substantial rewards and giving way to 
the same seductions. When he returned to 
New York his symptoms were ominous, but 
not sufficient to make him alter his course of 
life radically. There were intermittent 
spells, during which he appears to have been 
frightened into something like prudence, but 
the charms of good-feilowship were too 
much for him. 

He continued to fall, and on the 26th of 
September, 1812, just as ne had recelved an 
importunate appea! irom London to return, 
he died. New York appears to have been 
deeply affected by hisdeath. His funeral 
was attended by unusual pomp. Business 
was, ina measure, suspended; the clergy, 
noted pbysicians and lawyers, literary men 
and the city authorities attended the obse- 
quies. Everything that religion and civic 
respect could do to honor the memory of the 
distinguished foreigner was done, and his re- 
mains were consigned with solemn ceremony 
tothe strangers’ vault in st. Paul’s, where 
they remained until 1821, when Edmund Kean 
had them removed to thelr present restin 
place. Now wecome tothecurious part o 
this story. 

During Mr. Cooke’s final illness he was at- 
tended, says his biographer, Mr. Dunlap, by 
Dr. David Hosack and a young physlelan 
who had been a pupll of ulis. This young 
physician was no less a person than tue at- 
terwards celebrated John W. Francis, who, 
says Dr. Hosack, in his letter on the death of 
Cooke, by his constant attendance upon 
Mr. Cooke, very Much contributed to soothe 
and allay tne distresses of his last hours.’’ 
Dr. Hosack then iniorms us that a few 
hours after Mr. Cooke’s death, having ob- 
talned permission, and accompanied by Dr. 
Francis, lexamined the body for the pur- 
pose Of ascertaining the Condition of the ab- 
dominal viscera, aud especially thatof the 
liver.’’ In other words Dr. Hosack and his 
young friend performed an autopsy, for we 
are furnished with a rather gruesome ac- 
count of the interior of Mr. Cooke’s body; the 
density of his liver, which resisted the 
knife, etc., all of which is signed David 
Hosack. 


HIS SKULL IN EVIDENCE. 
Here the story would have ended if the 
young physician’’ who attended at the 
autopsy had not become in time one of the 


most prominent medical men of New York, 
distinguished sufficiently to have his name 
honorably enrolled on the scrolis of half a 
score of societies, and to have his life written 
by Mr. Tuckerman. 

Sixty years passed by, and the Cooke mon- 
ument there in St. Paul’s churchyard is ac- 
creting its memorials of tender respect, and 
still the pilgrims pick their way throagu the 
rank grass to pay their respects to genius, 
and another generation nas taken up the 
story when old Dr. Francis sits down in the 
reminiscent stage of life togive usthe story 
ot Old New York.’’ ‘hat is the title of his 
book, now known only to antiquaries and 
hunters after old traditions. 

it you wili take up that book you will find 
on page 292 of the second edition the fallow- 
ing interesting statement: 

he Bread and Cheese Club was organ- 
ized in 1824 by James Fenimore Cooper. Hal- 
leck, William and John Duer, Verplanck, 
Philip Hone aud other distinguished littera- 
teurs of the time were members. 

**A theatrical benefit at which ‘Hamlet’

ABD WELL 


Proprietress of the Baby Stare How 
She Played Capt. Winans—The Dia- 
mond Difficulty—Instalied in Hand- 
some Apartme 
tor Gola-A Brief, but Eventful His- 
tory. — 


New Tonk, March 3.—Ruth Lackayé,known 
on the stage as Ruth Hamilton, has begun a 
suit in the Supreme Court for the annulment 
of her marriage to James W, Lackaye. Yes- 
terday Justice Patterson issued a commission 
to Eugene White of Portland, Ore., to ex- 
amine her mother, Mrs. Cornelius, and her 
sister, Miss Sophie Hall, of Woodlawn, Ore. 

Mrs. Lackaye says in her complaint that in 
1882 she was married to John Grant of Port- 
land, and that after a few years her husband 
disappeared. She declares that she learned 
from her mother and sister that Grant died 
on Sept. 3. 1892. Belleving tbat she was a 
widow, she married Lackaye. Now she 
comes into court and says Grant has turned 
upalive and well and she asks that her 
marriage to Lackaye be set aside. 

HER HABT STARE. 

She is well-known in theatrical circles 
here, chiefly for the parts she took a few 
years ago in Te Crust of Society’’ and 
Niobe.“ She is a tall woman, of good fig- 
ure, with brown hair and biue eyes. Her 
manners are innocence itself, and she is the 
happy owner of what is called ‘‘the baby 
stare. 

Lackaye is an actor and a brother of Wilton 
Lackaye, but a man of much less importance 
in the theatrical world. Miss Hamilton’s 
blue eyes and confiding ways have stood her 
in good stead in private life as well as before 
the footlights. 


CAPT. WINANS. 

Capt. William G. Winans of this city can 
give testimony to that effect. He is a member 
of the Old Guard, the 7th Regiment Veterans’ 
Club, the New York Athletic Club and the 


Grand Army. He is also a Mason of high 
standing. Last July every one was aston- 
ished to learn, exclusively through Tue 
WORLD, that he had been sued in the City 
Court by M. S. Kaufman, a dealer in ala. 
monds, to recover $433 for ‘jewelry which Miss 
Hamilton received. It seemed that while 
she was playing the part of a scheming ad- 
venturess in ‘‘Niobe’’ she met Capt. Winans. 
He was attracted both by her art and art- 
lessness, and toshow hisadmiration gave her 
present. Finally, with the consent of Capt. 
Winans she went to Kaufman and got the 
Giamonds on his account. In September, 
1892, James W. Lackaye came along and in- 
duced her to chance her name.

Winans learned of her marriage he ceased 
befriending her and disclaimed all past obli- 
ations, among them Deing the claim of 
aufman for diamonds, Soon Mr. Lackaye’s 
affection began to cool. The dlamonds were 
pawned and Mrs. Lackaye found it impossi- 
ble to get engagements. 


INSTALLED IN HANDSOME APARTMENTS, 
Then she remembered that her stepfather 
and mother lived on a farm in Woodlawn, 
Ore., and so she hurried to visit them. She 
was dying of ennulthere when one day she 


wrote to Winans saying that if he would 
send her money fora ticket to New York she 
would give up Lackaye. The money was 
sent anda fortnight latershe was installed in 
handsome apartments here. The Captain 
was a frequent caller, but he never saw Mrs. 
Lackaye except in the presence of the land- 
lady. One day a good friend told him that 
Mrs. Lackaye called nearly every night on 
Lackaye. Capt. Winans eyes opened and 
his pocketbook closed at the same time, just 
in time to save $2,500 which Mrs. Lackaye 
wanted as a loan to save ‘‘the old home- 
stead’’ in Oregon from being sold under the 
hammer.

Winans pretended 
to acquiesce and made an appointment to 
meet the Lackayes. A frieed of Winans ap- 
peared at the apartments of Miss. Hamilton. 
Mr. Lackaye entered with majestic mein. 

‘*Il have come,’’ said Winans’ friend, to 
redeem those letters. Here is the $5,000.’’ 
And he produced a roll of pills and put them 
on the table. Lackaye grinned and mut- 
tured some sort of an apvlogy about dislik- 
ing to do that sort of thing, and taking the 
letters from his pocket, laid them onthe 
table. Quick as a flash Winans’ friend grab- 
bed the money and letters, and stood there 
master of the situation. There were two 
women in the room, the landlady and Miss 
Hamilton. Winans’ friend began to 
hurl some choice English at 
Lackaye, but the actor turned 
andran. He ran into the street and may be 
running yet. His wife dropped into an easy 
chair and commenced to laugh.

He wrote 
on four little slips of paper the number of his 
watch, the name ofa school teacher of his 
boyhood, his mother’s maiden name and 
what he had eaten for breakfast that morn- 
ing.

Ihe professor asked him to put two in his 
vest pocket and to retain two. Then, after 
holding one of the slips still rolled up fora 
brief space against the mind reader's fore- 
head, it was withdrawn, and the professor 
calmly announced that the number of the 
watch was 7,777. which were the figures writ- 
ten by the Senator.

AGED BOYS. 


With All the Signs of Feeble 
Old Men. 
From the New York Mail and Express. 

Parisian physicians were interested a few 
years ago in the case ofa boy 15 years of age 
whoexhibited all the mental and physical 
signs of a feeble man of 60. His face was 
wrinkled, his hair thin, falling out and turn- 
ing gray; his eyes were watery and his body 


shrunk and emaciated asin extreme old age. 
Mentally he exhibited tha timidity of an old 
man; was deliberate in his speech and averse 
to making any venture. that might be sug- 
gestea to him, unless its wisdom and feas!i- 
bility were fully demonstrated. He was 
given entirely to a serious view of life, in- 
stead ofexhibiting the rollicking careless- 
ness of consequences that usually distin- 
guishes a well -nourisued, healthy boy 
under 20, 

At the age of 12 he is said to have shown no 
unusual pecullarities. He indulged in the 
usual games and pastimes common to boys of 
his years, and had never suffered any iliness 
beyond the usualinfantile complaints. When 
he came to be l4 he Vegan to fail in physical 
activity. His mind appeared to mature very 
rapidly, and he abandoned all boyish games 
and devoted himself, without any coercion, 
to study., His progress was rapid and his 
powers of judgment developed toan aston- 
ishing degree. Physiologists were unable to 
account for the abnormally rapid develop- 
ment, and doctors were unable toarrest it, 
The boy died at the age of 16, a worn-out old 
man, 

A case strikingly similar exists in Brooklyn 
to-day, aithough in this instance the boy is 
but 10 years old. He bas a queer, little 
weazened face, a bald head and his forehead 
is seamed with wrinkles, He is stooped in 
the shoulders and sprunginthe knees. The 
most peculiar characteristic is his voice, 
which is not the treble of chiidhood, but the 
thin plping of the aged. Precocity is marked, 
and his faculty of perception is unusually 
keen. 

Like the French boy, he does not care for 
childish games, but devotes nearly all his 
time to reading. He is extremely sensitive, 
understanding as he does his pecullar pos“ 

ion, and his parents, eminently respectable 
pe ople, are careful that he shall not be an - 
noyed by the curious and inquisitive. They 
have received one explanation of their 
child’s unnatural aging, which briefly is that 
the construction of his lungs is such that the 
air cells absorb ap excess of oxygen, so that 
he Is too rapiiy burning up his vitality and 
tissue, It is possible that the interesting 
little patient may eventually reach a New 
York hospital.

EASY ENOUGH. 


Ths Way Ealloons Will Be Used by Troops 
in the Field. 


From Good Words. 

Balloon and wagon have formed a junction 
and are ready to start with the troops. 
Away goes the wagon with the balloon hang- 
ing on to its tall, while the attendant sappers 


on each side keep it steady. The train moves 
along at a good round pace, easily keeping 
up with oreven passing the infantry, and 
makes for the particular spot at which it has 
been determined to commence ballooning 
operations, which is usually on the topof a 
good high hill. 

An ascent is an easy enough matter and is 
soon accomplished. The balloon is securely 
fixed to the end of the wire rope, and the two 
men who are to ascend take t eir places. At 
the word of command the men who have 
been holding down the car let go, ana up 
shoots the balloon, un winding the rope as it 
rises, and allowed sometimes to ascend to a 
height of 1,000 feet. And suppose the officer 
receives instructions to move the position of 
the balloon, is it necessary to haul it down? 
Nota bit of it. 

A manis placed at the end ofthe wagon 
who carefully guides the connecting rope so 
that it cannot get entangled or run risk of 
being cut, and away goes the wagon, some- 
times ata trotacross the flelds and up and 
down hill, until the balloon itself is a long 
distance away from its original station. 
Now, suppose that it is necessary to lower 
the balloon. Is it n ful to md m all the 
wire oe that has been paid out fromthe 
reels?

tendent of the Panama Rallroad, {made a 
minute examination of the works on the 
northern sectign of the canal as far as kilo- 
meter 14. Messrs. Coolidge and Appleton, 
whatever the motive of this expedition, 
expressed themselves to the correspondent 
as being thoroughly satisfied with the char- 
acter ofthe work accomplished on the sec- 
tion examined, also what they had 
been able to observe from the car win- 
dows going and returning, especially 
the good condition in which the 
material of the works is being maintained. 
By means of continuous soundings the visit- 
vrs assured themselves that on that section 
of the canal there is an average depth of 25 
feet and that there has been nocaving in of 
the bank during the six or eight years that 
have elapsed since the excavations were 
made. 

It is interesting to note that a few days 
previous a naval party from the British war 
ship, Royal Arthur, made a comprehensive 
examination of the works and examined the 
machinery through the whole length of the 
line, On their return to Panama the of- 
cers expressed themselves \as surprised 
at the results of their examination, which 
showed the werks and machinery were ina 


remarkable condition of preservation, not- 
ee the character of the climate 
and the time since the collapse of the 
work. The result of this indepen- 
dent investigation shows very plainiy 
the ctirrent report that the work accom- 
plished has for the most part collapsed, and 
that the material is so deteriorated as to re- 
quire renewal before further operations can 
be taken are incorrect and based on a mis - 
apprehension, if not worse. 

During the last few days there has been a 
rumor in the air that arrangements have 
been made for the transfer of the manage- 
ment of the Panama railroad to M. Mange, 
the representative of the canal. This would 
be tantamount to a transfer of the direction 
of the ratiroad affairs from American to 
French control. 

The correspondent interviewed Mr. Mange 
on the ms ay ma and he denied that there was 
any trut in the rumor. He pointed out at 
some length that such could not be the case 
inasmuch as the interests of the two con- 
cerns lay in the direction of keeping them as 
separate as possible. 

he arrival of the European mail on Tues- 
day was the occasion of considerable excite- 
ment in this city, when it transpired that an 
important letter had been received by the 
of Commerce from 

Paris, containing 
arrangements tha 
being made for the reorganization of the 
canalcompany. Thecorrespondent at once 
called on the Presidentof the Chamber and 
requested an interview. Senor J. N. 
Riceuro, the present occupant of the 
position, readily granted it. He 
said the news was perhaps not just 
as might have been hoped for, after all the 
great expectations that had been encouraged 
since M. Mange secured the last extension 
of time in February, 1893, but that it 
was far from being devoid of the 
element of hope. We recently communi- 
cated with our Paris agent,’’ said he, When 
we knew matters to be fast reaching a crisis, 
asking to be kept informed of what progress 
was made in the canal negotiations. In 
reply by this mail I am in receipt 
of a letter that may mean a very 
great deal or very little, as you choose to 
take it,but we are for many reasons disposed 
to attach importance to it. For one thing, 
you must remember, the Mange con- 
cession will lapse next October if 
work is not resumed, in which case, 
according to the hard and fast 
conditions of that comcession, the entire 
plant and works revert to Columbia beyond 
dispute. Sothat something must be done in 
the very near future if this isto be avoided. 
You see the situation is pressing. Now in the 
light of this you see we are justified in 
attaching some significance to the letter. 
Our correspondent interviewed Mr. Monchi- 
tourt. He sald that while the two liquida- 
tors were doing all nape f could to form a com- 
bination to place the work under 
serious * nay they 
that combinations 
should be bent secret until fully developed. 
In the present case he would state that they 
were not hoping to raise the final capital 
necessary from the principal capitalists and 
the public at large, owing to the consider- 
able sums required, but were workin 
to interest a limited public which would 
work in the interest of the creditors. - In this 
they were successful, securing.some capital 
from a few of 'the most important 
banks and old canal contractors who 
were disposed to sacrifice a _ por- 
tion of the heavy sums earned dy 
them through the work already accom- 
plished, The various amounts 80 sub- 
scribed had not been delivered yet, but 
whatever had been received would be de- 
voted totthe expenses of beginning the 
work to show the completion of the canal 


in 


regain public conf- 
dence. During the interview M. Bartissol 
entered. He has never had any part in the 
affairs of the company but has put forwarda 
project to finish the canal at a much less cost 
than is now calculated on, Ue does not ex- 
pect his ideas will be adopted. On the 
contrary he wishes to havea technical com- 
mission or a Parilamentary commitee sent to 
Panama to examine the works and his plans, 
and he is willing to accept such modification 
as they may suggest for the betterment of 
his ideas.’’ 

Monchicourt added that while he consid- 
ered him very capable, and he is sure his 
ideas are practicable, he does not think, 
however, that Bartissol will make a trip to 
Panama, and by no means will the realiza- 
tion of the projects relative to which 
these conferences are being held de- 
pend on the inspection of thé work 
already done. On being asked if, in his 
opinion, the solution of the problem seemed 
near at hand, he replied it might be an- 
nounced from one moment to another, 
in which case the news would at once be 
cabled to his representative at Panama for 
publication. Then when matters had 
got so far, it would be necessary to arrange 
with the Government of Colombia for the 
works to improve the port of Panama. The 
port of Colon was already a very im- 
portant one and capable of sustaining 
a large trafic, and it was neces- 
sary to_ give the same importance 
to Panama by the building of docks and the 
improving ofthe Panama railroad to facili- 
tate commerce in transit. The moment the 
works are recommenced, and above all 
when the receipts of the railroad 
are increased, it isi confidently ex- 
pected public interest in the work 
will be revived and the necessary funds sub- 
scribed. But it is necessary to impress on 
the public that the work already accom- 
plished andthe stock and machinery have 
an intrinsic value, thereby restoring 
confidence to the stock and share- 
holders. In conclusion the letter 
says the liquidators hope soon to reach a so- 
lution which they think will be favorable. 
In that case they propose to make the best 
of the time till the expiration of the conces- 
sion next October.

BOTH SUSPENDED. 


Chief Williams and Capt. Haysing of 
Belleville Removed by the Mayor. 


Mayor Knochel of Belleville last night re- 
moved Chiefof Police Lewis Williams and 
appointed in his place Richard Emory, and 
also removed Otto Kaysing, a police 
captain, and placed in his posi- 
tion Conrad Yaeckel. The trouble over 
the Chief of Police, or City Marshal, as he 1s 
properly designated, dates back to the 9th of 
last month, when the City Council of Belle- 
ville asked the Marskal to send in his resig- 
nation. This he refused to do, as he claimed 


he was appointed by the Mayor and was re- 
sponsible to him only. The Mayor stuck to him 
for a considerable time, but was final] 
forced by the charges preferred to suspen 
the Marshal and appoint his successor. The 
first charge brought against Williams was 
that he had become a sort of czar-like per- 
sonage, who as he liked in 
matters police. He was 

giying a letter to M. Borders, 
attorney for ex-Omcer Menkenhausen, 
which letter was written by Belle English 
before Menkenhausen was accused of pol- 
soning his wife in order to join the English 
woman. Marsnal Williams did not deny 
giving up the letter, but said he did not know 
— else to do when she had given an order 
or it. 

These charges were preferred by Adam 
Gintz, who said Williams: had not exerted 
diligence in tr me capture the men who 
robbed the safe of the Western Brewery Co. 
Ex-Alderman Gebhardt then filed a suit for 
$1,500 damages against Williams for false im- 
prisonment. The ease has been up in the 
Council and other places since it first came 
up, and at last a step has been taken. 

Capt. Kaysing, who was pedpenced, ts 
charged ' with having too much discrimina- 
tion in making arrests and releasing prison- 
ers. He arrested Thomas Henderhan and 
Isaac Moss for fighting, and because Hender- 
han was an ex-policeman he let him go and 
locked up the other man.

SECRET SOCIETIES. 

The seeret societies exert a far more im- 
portant influence than any or all others put 
together.

COST OF LIVING A? YALE.

NOT PLANNING REVOLT. 


Gen. Manigat Admits He Cannot Over- 
throw President Hyppolite of Hayti. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POsT-DISPATCH. 
KINGSTON, Jamaica, Feb. 23.—The report 
in a New York newspaper that Gen. Manigat 
is getting up a revolution to overthrow Hyp- 
polite, President of Hayti, caused great ex- 
citement here, where the General is living in 
exile. Manigat never had mu@h money, and 


now he has less than ever. 

The SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH Correspondent 
showed a copy of the paper to Gen. Manigat, 
who first seemed pleased, then frowned and 
finally got up in a rage, stamped and swore 
vehemently. 

This is one ot the biggest lies I have ever 
seen, sald he. We have not been engaged 
in any revolutionary work for months. It 1s 
folly to attempt to overthrow Hyppolite. He 
is tao strong. He has disarmed the whole 
population, save his own followers, so that 
evenif we effected a landing on Hayti we 
should have to land all the rifies and am- 
munition we required. I have no money, 
and how is that to be done? 

‘‘Hyppolite has plenty of money, and, I 
must confess, he has done formy country 
what none of his predecessors has done. 
Bridges have been built, railways have been 
commenced, the telegraph covers the coun- 
try like anet-work, huge public buildings 
and markets have been erected, crops have 
been good—everything, in fact, has favored 
Hyppolite, and the people are pleased with 
the reign of peace he bas had, and wish it to 
continue. 

*-Ido not wish for war and bloodshed in 
Haytl, but I wish to get into the Presidential 
chair, towhich Ihave a better right than 
any one else, notexcepting Hyppolite. But 
I have been so logg away from Hayti that my 
supporters willbe beginningto forget me, 
2. there are many aspirants for the office 
of PF resident.

VILLEFRAXCHE SUR MER, France, Feb. 18. 
—Notwithstanding the fact that the Sec- 
retary of the Navy has urged the necessity of 
making an appropriation for the annual sup- 
port of the War College at Newport, the 
House Naval Committee hesitates about the 
matter. The item is less than $10,000, and it 
seems absurd that so important an adjunct 
to the naval establishment should be allowed 
to suffer on account ot the failure to provide 
for its support when the amount asked for is 
so very inconsiderable. 

In order to find out just what the scope of 
the college is and what is proposed for its 
future development a SUNDAY PosT-DIsPaTcH 
representative called the other day on board 
the flagship Chicago while she was anchored 
in the beautiful Bay of Villefranche Sur Mer. 
The commanding officer of this fine warship 
is Capt. A. T. Mahan, who for a term of 
years was President of the War College, and 
has been thoroughly identified with it ever 
since it first started. The Captain was seated 
at his desk surrounded by a mass of papers, 
before which he was busily engaged. 

He smiled most pleasantly as soon ashe

In 
three separate election districts the entire 
registered vote was polled, and in these dis- 
tricts Maynard got every vote.’’ 

Mr. Dunphy asks a question which the 
Grand-jury of New York may be called upon 
to investigate: Were these offers of posi- 
tions and expensive jewelry sufficient to in- 
duce election officers to do wrong?’’, He ex- 
plains that he does not desire to be placed 
in the attitude of indorsing the election 
methods of Divver, and gives this as a main 
reason for tendering his resignation. 

Mr. Dunphy has aiso something to say 
about boss Croker’s attempted manipula- 
tion of the Tammany vote in Congress when 
the tariff bill was pending. He says that he 
is firm inthe belief that his (Croker’s) views 
are not the views of the people of New Torx 
City, end that they have not and will not 
have the approval of that great body of 
thinking, observant men, who are now 
prominent in Tammany Hall.

HIS SUCCESSOR LEFT THE LEGACY OF A 
BATTLE JUST BEGUN. 


Rosebery, Though Born and Schooled an 
Aristocrat, Ie the Most Radical Peer 
in the Realm—He Must Now Lead in 
the Crusade Against ths House of 
Lords—Life Work of England's Grand 
Old Man—A Career Without a Parallel. 


Lonpon, March 8,.—It was officially an- 
nounced late this evening that the Queen had 
accepted the resignation of Mr. Gladstone, 
andthather majesty had summoned Lord 
Rosebery and offered him the post of Prime 
Minister. It was further officially announced 

‘that Lord Rosebery had accepted the posi- 
tion. 


Lonpor, March 3.—To-day’s Speaker, the 
Liberal weekly organ, strikes the keynote of 
the situation in saying thatit is a legacy 
of effort and confilct which Gladstone leaves 
to those who are to come after him, and that 
Thursday’s speech in the House of Commons 
will be nutable on the pages of history as 
marking not only the close of a matchiess 
career, Dut the opening of anew era in the 
Hation’s history. 

The fact of this coming battle is the real 
secret of Gladstone’s resignation. The habit 
of his life and thought has been against a 
Conflict either with the hereditary legisla - 
tors or the hereditary throne, and although 
he bowed to the will of his party and the in- 
ora dle logic of events in making his last 
speech a call to that great battle, he pre- 
ferred to commit the leadership to a more 
willing as well as a younger spirit. This 
is again the secret of not only his 
own choice of Lord Rosebery as 
his successor, but of the practically 
unanimous declaration of the Liberal press 
and leaders that he is the one and only man 
for this great juncture. It is impossible that 
John Burns, Herbert Asquith, the London 
Chronicle and Manchester Guardian and the 
Scottish Leader should not have had suffictent 
assurances from the sew Premier on this vast 
question of the future before giving him 
their enthusiastic support. Their choice of 
Rosebery is based primarily on his personal 
qualities, but also on the fact that he is of 
the very class whose hereditary privileges 
are to be overthrown. The Samson to pull 
down this temple will have the added 
strength and opportunity of a member of the 
order which is to be destroyed.

What would be the most convenient way 
of abolishing the House of Lords?“ asked the 
correspondent. ‘ 

The thing seems to me very simple, was 
the reply. The country having declared its 
disapproval of the Lords, the Government 
could create enough new peers to provide a 
majority in that house in favor of its abolli- 
tion. They could create 500 new dukes if nec- 
essary, However, one of the chief values of 
a title of nobility is its rarity. Therefore the 
peers would probaby consent to the aboli- 
tion of their own legislative power rather 
than see the country filled with titled per- 
sons. It would only be necessary to threaten 
them with the creation of new peerages, as 
at the time ofthe reform bill. In either case 
there would be no technical violation of the 
constitution.’’

MR. GLADSTONE’S MALA Dr. 


On the best anthority the correspondent of 
THE WORLD and Post-DisPpaTcH the imme- 
diate eye trouble from. which Mr. Gladstone 
is suffering is not the cataract alone. Since 


his return to Engiand he has begun to suffer 
a partial loss of power in the eyelids, es- 
pecially the rigbt one, so that the lid drops 
and he cannot raise it. It is 
a singular fact that kor a year 
orso before his death his great antagonist 
Disraeli suffered the same affection. In fact 
after his elevation to the peerage Disraeli 
always sat with his back to the public 
galleries on that account. Gladstone first 
began to suffer from his eyesas far back as 
56 years ago. His labors in writing his 
‘Church and State’’ weakened them 80 
seriously that he was ordered to Rome to 
rest. It was during this visit that he made 
the acquaintance of Miss Glyn, the lady who 
he married the following year, 1839. 

The Irish members gre of the opinion that 
they should not allow Gladstone’s retirement 
from public life to pass without some demon- 
Stration signifying their gratitude to bim. 
However, they have been notified by Mr.

life ofhiscountrymen. Mr. Gladstone was 
announced to be dying from old age ata 
time When some of the present members of 
the House of Commons were in their cradles. 
He retired from politics and from the leader- 
ship of the Liberal party to spend his deelin- 


ing years at Hawarden Castle when ther 


were little boys at Eton. Aud when he 80 re- 
tired the Liberal party went to pieces. Glad 
stone alone could save it, and again Be re- 
sponded to the call of 2 people.

years of active, life, ne stands to- 
day the acknowl leader of leaders in 


the arena of progress and controversy. The 
‘*flerce light that beats upon a throne’’ is 
but a tallow. dip beside the caicium rays of 
criticism to which his long career has been 
subjected; but no blazing search-light of 
hostile inquiry has found a spot upon the 
clear sun of his public honesty and flawless 
purity im private life. No taint of corruption, 
in deed or motive, has colored the channel of 
his statesmanship as diplomat, leader and 
national financier. Im every attribute of 
rounded manhood, physical, mental and 
moral, he will live in history as England’s 
greatest contribution to Europe's nineteenth 
century of development. 

Sixty years of Duffetings in the seething 
turmoil of pelitics; the strain of heavy exec- 
utive duties; the nervous load of contact 
with intellectual warriogs, from Peel to Salis- 


stitution; but this indomitable genius could 
not, when the chance came at intervals, sur- 
render to rest. His mental energy found vent 
in other quarters. No sooner did he drop 
the mantle of statesmanship than he plunged 
into battles with i pen. The magazines of 
England bristled With the fruits of his toll. 
This field gleanedgiiils sleepless mind found 
work in communion with the ancients, 
and the literary world of two con- 


tinents stood aghast at Gladstone’s 
**Studies on Homer. The political wurrior 
flashed forth as a classical scholar with a 
learned equipment that made college profes- 
sors gasp. 

When he entered, a young combatant, into 
the arena of politics, the British Empire was 
abolishing slavery in its broad domains, His 
soul caught the spirit of freedom then and 
has never wavered from its early course. 
Justice in ali its cardinal principies has been 
applied, in his long eareer, to every, phase of 
the State’s power over the citizen. native or 
Allen. He joined the Danner of Cobden, who 
was dgbting the sharkles of trade; battled 
with Bright for the cOrn-law repeal; en- 
tered heartily with both those Liberal glants 
into the crusade against eauseless foreign in- 
vacion and merciless rapacity, at any sacri- 
fice, in the grasp colonial lands. With 
them he op 1 m first to last, that 
greedy thirst for warfare and conquest which 
formed the main creed of that powerful Tory 
quartette—Peel, Palmerston, Disraeli and 
balisbury—all of whom but followed madly 
the Pitt gospel of British land grabs by fair 
means or foul. . 

Born in 1809, he meditated retirement from 
public life twenty years ago, because he had 
become an old man, a phrase which, in 
the light of Jager developments, must appear 
humorous to Mr. Gladstone himeelf, 
whom his opponents Geclare to be devoid of 
humor, * 


THE GRAND OLD MAN. 

Eminent Englishmen have had applied 
titles from Alfred the Great down, but none 
wasever more truly applicable than that 
which has interwoven itself with Mr. Glad- 
stone’s name wherever that name is spoken 


—‘*The Grand Old Man.“ 

He hurled his thunderbolts against the war 
of the Crimea, the Afghan invasion, the 
costly colonial rule in Egypt, and to him, 
more than any Liberal of England, Cobden. 
perhaps, excepted, was due the death of 
„that pestiferous Pitt doctrine, that inter- 
vention in foreign squabbles was part of the 
solemn duty of England, whether she had 
any interests at stake or not.“ He has geen 
this traditional theory, which impoverished 
Britain for generations and squandered the 
nation’s blood, give piace to the grow- 
„ settlement of disputes by arbitration. 

or three-score mermorable years of politi- 
cal combat this tireless gladtator has led the 
vanguard in assaults on citadelsfof intrenched 
wrong. Tradftional am deep-rooted heresies 
inenurch anu state s been swept away; 
suffrage has been broadened; burdens re- 
moved; the upquestioned control of the 
purse strings by the Commons asserted and 
fixed; public servants held toa higher plane 
of integrity; the civil service in all its 
branches has been stripped of 
frauds and barnacles and corporations 
are held in the rigid vise of responsibility. 
England under him has been given a cleaner 
official air to breathe, wider latitudes of citi- 
zenship, stronger safeguards of law, potent 
codes of equity in the settlement of foreign 
disputes. 

A lite without fear or reproach in the try- 
ing caldron of public honors; full of wisdom, 
manhood, loyalty to sovereign, people and 
conscience and crowned with tangibly great 
results. The title was indeed a fitting one.

GLADSTONE’S BIRTHPLACE. 
There have been frequent allusions to the 
comparative lowliness: of Gladstone’s birth 
y that class of people Who loveto remem- 
ber Shakspeare’s father as a butcher. This 
isa one-sided view. Gladstone’s father was 
a merchant, Duta great and wealthy one— 
also a baronet. | A family of Scottish lairds, 
holding large estates in the sixteenth cen- 


tury, bred William Ewart Gladstone. It was 
a family with traditions and from it sprung 
some prominent maltsters, who settled at 
Lanark. 4 branch of it removed to Leith, 
and John M. Gladstone’s father here met and 
married the lovely Ann Robertson of Ding 
wall in Orkney, whom the unimpeachable 
Sir Bernard Burke supplies witha pedigree 
from Henry III. of England and Bruce of 
Bannockburn. So thatit is good blood and 
Scottish blood that runs in the grand old man 
of England. 

Fortunate in his parentage, Gladstone was 
no less so in the associations of his boyhood. 
His early preceptors were the venerable 
Archdescon Jones and Rev. Mr. Rawson, 
men of high character and uncommon abli- 
ity; Canning was a frequent visitor to the 
Gladstone home, and Hannah Moore—‘‘ Holy 
Hannah,’’ as Horace Walpole called her— 
singled young Gladstone for her especial pet 
out ofa groupof clever children in whom 
her warm old heart delighted, which rather 
sets one to wondering if Miss Moore could 
have preternaturally lengthened her days 
untii Gladstone’s present glory whether she 
could possibly have gone on dubbing him 
„Billy, in undignified brevity until the end. 


IV. 
HIS EARLY YEARS. 

Some one has said that where Mr. Glad- 
stone’s conceptions are not Homeric they 
are theological, speaking, of course, outside 
the range of politics, This is easily account - 
able. Educated at classic Eaton, where a 
boy puts in six years’ study on two or three 
books, the youth naturally gravitated 
toward classical essays and translations, and 
indeed seemed to dimly prophesy of his 
future greatness in a vigorous essay on 
‘*Eloquen ce.“ Leaving Eaton, Gladstone 
was for two years the private pupil of Dr. 
Turner, afterward Bishop of Calcutta. Then 
he entered Oxford. t was a time of 
awakening in religion and poli- 
ties. Both Sir Robert Peel and 
the Duke of Wellington had been forced to 
concede Catholic claims. Peel nad resigned 
nis seat, avowing his change of optnion, and 
had offered himself for re-election. The re- 
ligious tone of Oxford had made Gladstone 
more ofachurchman and Tory than ever, 
and he was the son ofa Tory and churchman. 
With all the fire and vehemence of youth he 
moved at the union that the Wellington ad- 
ministration was unworthy ot the country’s 
confidence.

There is a great deal of what is sometimes 
called human nature, for want of a better 
term, about Mr, Gladstone. He has all of 
Gen. Grant’s faculty of sticking to a friend, 
and never forgets a political favor. The last 
feature exposed him to no little criticism, but 
he has outlived any obloquy which may have 
been cast upon such an easily forgiven fall- 


Tow men were so methodical in their way 
of living as the great Commoner, and to this 
fact is attributed his astonishing vigor, un- 
der the weight of his many years, According 
toa Gon paper he has slept eight hours 
each day for the past thirteen years.

This 
little narrow court is Downing street. 
where the little street turns into Whitehall 
it has on one corner the splendid Foreign 
Office, and on the other corner, the right- 
hand one, the older and less imposing offices 
of the Education and Home Departments. 

These three or four dingy brown buildings 
are the sole relics of old Downing street, and 
one of these 1s No. 10, the real seat of the 
British Government. Nothing whatever 
about the exterior of the house indicates its 
importance, yet the history of empires has 
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No. o Downing Street. 


As President of the London County Council 
for three years he carried through a host of 
radical reforms in the administration of the 
city. The County Council !Is a municipal body 
with powers nich are constantly being en- 
larged by acts of Parllament. and it is not 
wonderful thatthe great ducal landnolders 
of London regard them as revolutionary. 
Rosebery himself regards them as such, and 
that is the reason that he joys in them. 

In the County Council, comprising a great 
number of representatives of all classes of 
society, the thinker and sclentist sitting be- 
side the brawny workingman, and dis- 
cussing and voting week after week 
with him, Rosebery has had a chance to wield 
a powerful influence and carefully to study 
all kinds of people who make up the popula- 
tion of the metropolis. 

He has shown great tact and practical 
talent in the management of difficult pron- 
lems. The great coal strike of the present 
winter he settled after it had been in 
progress for months. At the time of the 
Unionist defection he refused every induce- 
ment to join with the maicontents, and re- 
malned a tirm Gladstonian and home ruler. 

Lord Rosebery has been the devoted friend 
of Mr. Gladstone. He acted as Under Secre- 
tary tor the Home Department and First 
Commissioner of Works in Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet in 1884, and as Secretary of state for 
Foreign Affairs in 1886 he directed the settle- 
ment of the questions arising out of the Ser- 
vian and Bulgarian war. 

His name Is Archibald Philip Primrose. He 
is the Fifth Earl of Rosebery, a Scotch peer- 
age, and figuresas Baron Rosebery in the 
English peerage. He succeeded his graud- 
father, the fourth Earl of kosebery, who 
died March 4, 1868. At the time he had just 
attained his majority, having been born in 
London in the year 1847. 

His first speech of importance was in 1571, 
when, at the request of Mr. Gladstone, he 
seconded the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne. the young Forl was rr-«si- 
dent of the Soclal Congress convened at Glas- 
gow in the year 1874. He was clectsd Lord 
Rector of the University of Aberdeen in 1878 
and of the University of Edinburgh in 1880. 

‘Lord Rosebery is a handsome man, of frank 
and open countenance and winning man- 
ners. lie has several very handsome res!i- 
dences, one at Dalmeny Park, in LInlith- 
gowshire; anotherat Rosebery, near KEdin- 
vurgh, and a third, the supero nome at 
Mentmore, Bucks, whichcame to him with 
his wife. His London residence is in Berkeley 
Square. 


COMMENT IN WASHINGTON. 


How Gladstone’s Retirement Is Regarde i 
by Public Men. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—The an- 
nouncement of the retirement of Mr. Glad- 
stone has been received here with many ex- 
pressions of sincere regret. Pudlie men are 
pained to learn that his falling health makes 
it necessary for him to relinquish the 
duties and cares of his exalted 
position and bring to a close his remarkable 
public career, Politically, however, Mr. 
Gladstone's resignation ts not regarded as a 
great calamity. The friends of home rule are 
confident that anotner leader will be speed- 
ily found to take 5 the great work and carry 
it on to a successful conclusion. It is sug- 
gested, also. that a change inthe premier- 
ship will have the effect of broadening Great 
Britain’s financial policy, thus hastening In- 
ternational bi-metallism.: 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy McAdoo, 
who, as a leading Irish-American, has 
watched the course of the home rule move- 
ment with special interest, said: 

In common with the great majority of 
American citizens I regret very much the re- 
tirement of Mr. Gladstcne. He was strongly 
imbued with American ideas, and in his later 
years we felt that he entertained a warm 
friendship for our country. He evidently 
believed that the tide of Democratic feel- 
ing among the masses of . Englishmen 
had attained a very high water 
mark. Will it now recede undor 
new lenders? It may appear to warer for 
the moment, but such evolutions or rerola- 
tions are irresistible. The slow, steady 
growth of Gludstonianitsm in Engiand is quite 
a different thing from the frothy efferves- 
cence of Boulangerism in France. Lord 
Roseberry, the new Premier, isan Impertal- 
ist, devoted mainly to the one idea of a 
strong foreign policy in keeping with the tra- 
ditions of English supremacy on the seas and 
colonial extension. He seems to have con- 
tinued his support to the Irish home rule pol 
icy of Mr. Gladstone because he is willing to 
make all possible concessions at home to 
strengthen the Empire abroad.“

It is but three minutes 
walk from the House of Commons, and 
whenthe weather was fine Mr. Gladstone 
always walked to and from the Parilament 
buikHag. For ail the outward appearance of 
the Minister’s residence is so forblading, 
the interior is roomy and to some 
degree modernly arranged. What may be 
called the permanent furniture of the house 
is simpie, yet dignified; handsome, though 
rather heavy. With the exception of the 
dining room, the private apartments are 
rather cramped, and, one may have the 
temerity to say, incenventently arranged. 
For the drawing room can hardly be calleda 
private room, since it must be given over 
periolically to meetings of the cabinet. 

the Prime Minister’s room above the old 
cabinet chamber is essentially a workroom, 
there is nothinginit suggesting luxury. It 
is simply a private office. A vig fiat-topped 
desk occupies the center of the floor, and the 
Prime Minister sits at it with his back tothe 
west windows. 

The house originally belonged to Lord 
Litchfield, master of the horse, who retired 
from Engiakd with James II. It then fell in- 
to the hands of the crown. George I. gave it to 
the Honovertan Minister, Baron Bothman, 
for life. After the Baron’s death George II., 
in 1732, Offered the house tothe Prime Minis- 
ter, Ir Robert Walpole. Walpole accepted 
it, on condition that the residence sioutd at- 
tach to the premiership forever.

The Administrator Finds Everything So 
Tangled That He Has Great Difficulty 
in Compiling the Assets— Everything 
the Unfortunate Man Had Put Up to 
Secure Cash—A Damage Suit. 


A document was filed in the Probate Court 
yesterday afternoon by Charles F. Vogel, au- 
ministrator of the estate of the late 
Wimam B. Lange, which, if it had 
been produced in evidence at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest upon the sudden death 
of Lange would have gone a great way 
toward changing the verdict of death from 
natural causes to that of suicide because of 
financial embarrassment, combined with 
other causes, which were more than any 
ordinary man could bear up under. 

The document in question is the ‘inventory 
and appraisement of the estate, real and 
personal, of Wm. B. Lange, as found by the 
administrator and it tells the history of 
Lange’s last days in a manner more forcivle 
than pleasant, and more directly than if it 
had been embodied in a romantic novel, 

Among the friends and former associates 
of Lange it has fora longtime been an ac- 
cepted fact that he was living at a rate that 
nothing but a very large income would jus- 
tify. 

That there was sometiling which drove 
Lange to the utmost limits of endurance is 
strongly indicated in the report of the ad- 
ministrator of his estate. He was not a'man to 
throw money away upon his own pleasures 
and amusements and had novices to which 
extravagances could be traced, 

THE INVENTORY. 

The inventory begins with a list of his real 
estate holdings, which consist pot one poor 
little lot of ground in Kirkwood, which he 
bought ofthe National Building and Loan 


Association, and secured to them with a deed 
of trust for $1,920. There is a house 
on the lot which paysa rental Of $8 per 
month and is not set aown in the inventory 
as being of any value. Beyond this plece 
not a scrap of real estate could be found 
which was held in Lange’s name and de- 
longed to him personaily. Then comes a 
long Ust of notes amounting to $2,210.75, 
some of them being for sums not over $10. 
Following the list of notes is the inventory 
of his household ds, both in Carondelet 
and at River Crag Farm, near Glencoe. His 
Carondelet house was furnishedin a most 
elaborate manner,to judge from the, Jist. 
The first parlor, the second parlor, the pool- 
room, the coachman’s room, the study, the 
dairy-room, the store - room and the library 
are all inventoried at length. The list of 
book$ in his library would make the mouth 
ofa book-worm water if he read it. Every 
one of the classics that anyone would suggest 
to him is on the list, The library alone 
represents an expenditare of many thou- 
sand dollars, yet it with All the other goods 
in the house are only valded at $2,881.65. The 
goods and chattels at his residence include 
all that goes to furnish: a well Kept house 
and besides four or fi vehicles fof various 
kinds, four horses, several cows and 
innumerable sets of harness, 
saddles, ‘Dilankets and 
tings. The River Crag 
up very much Ike the home residence and 
includes farm mules, ponies, carts and all 
the luxuries of a modern summer villa. The 
summary of his personal estate closes the 
brief prologue by valueing his entire per- 
sonal estate now in the administrator’s at

THE :KERNEYS BRONZ Es. 


Work of an American Sculpior at the 
Art Museum. 

There is on exhibition at the Museum of 
Fine Arts a collection of bronzes represent- 
ing the most important work of Capt. Edward 
Kerneys, an American sculptor. 

The collection possesses a fascinating in- 
terest to an American who is proud of his 
country and his countrymen. Capt. Kerneys 
won distinction in the civil war Npfore he be- 
came aware ofthe art power that was slum- 
bering within him, and did not approach the 
elementary part of his studies until a time of 


life when other artists have had years of 
schooling, training and constructive experi. 
ence. The work of this sculptor is as finished 
in technigue, however, as if itcame froma 
purely academic hand, but beyond this it is 
peerlessly original and powerful. ‘The sub. 

ects are the animal types of the far West, 
und they are to be found in sculpture here 
alone. 

In this collection there are seventeen 
figures and three relievos. The panther, the 
jaguar and the bear are, evidently the fav- 
orite studies of the sculptor, althougn the 
most ambitious work, and the chief group of 
the collection gis za Duifalo and wolvé3. The 
bronzes are allsmali; this is the largest of 
the cluster. ‘ihe figure of the buffalo is not 
more than 1'2 feet lu height. One wolf Hes 
dead; another attacks the left hind leg of the 
bison; a third has his teeth fastened in the 
great thick neck and the fourth gored by the 
infuriated beast, is in a death agony. The 
powerful head of the bull is 
and turned away from 
ious lupine assailant on 
as it thrusts its sharp, 
horn zinto the wolf on the right side, 
legs show the fierce striding of the great 
ruminant andthe tall is lashing in the rage 
of the animal’s passion. The férocity of the 
wolves is marvelously expressed in their 
tense, clinging apres and their flextie, but 
muscular, backs. This group was exhibited 
in the salon of 1878. 

‘The Still Hnnt,’’ No. 15, has been greatly 
admired. It represents a panther gazing at 
its quarry, crouched, vibrant with tense 
energy, the body lowered over the limbs and 
the back arched with the concentration of 
muscular power preparatory for the deadly 


spring.

is No. 3, ‘‘Jaguarat Bay.’’ The body of the 
animalis alive with strength. The low-set 
down-turned ears, prominent nose and 
dilated muzzie, the flat forehead, veined 
with flerce aggressiveness, the tall swishin 
with the emotion of the beast, the strain o 
the figure and the set limbs all show the rage 
for battle. The whole body swelis and thrills 
with strength and energy, and one knows 
that the prey that lies at its feet will be given 
up by the jaguar only with its life.

It is astrong double figure 
and the half-closed eyes, relaxed limbs and 
soft expression Of the loving beasts area 
fine opposite to the flgure No. 3.

The amount of the Lake Fund pay-roll for 
the week closing Friday, March 2, was 
$3,120. 45. 

This amount will be paid at noon to-morrow 
on the lake grounds to laborers who but for 
the operation of the Lake Employment Fund 
would have been unemployed and in need. 

The total number of men carried on the 
pay-roll closing last Friday evening, is 703. 

The total number of men who wilt have re- 
ceived wages from the Lake Employment 
Fund for the week just closed exceeds the 
above number. 

Some of these men were paid off during the 
week. In several instances men were laid off 
because it was discovered that they were not 
needy workmen, as they represented them- 
selves to be, but were, instead, men who 
owned property in this city, and who were, 
despite that fact, taking advantage of an op- 
portunity to work and standing in the way of 
really deserving workmen, In other in- 
stances workmen were laid off de- 
cause they were not working properly and 
satisfactorily. And some others found work 
elsewhere and gave up the lake work to their 
less fortunate fellows who were still unem- 
ployed. 

The amounts previously paid out for work 
on the park lake reach a tofal of $2,968.87. 

The total amount of Lake Fund pay-roll to 
date is $6,089.82. 

This amount represents just that extent of 
relief to otherwise unemployedand needy 
laborers of St. Louls. - 

The totalnumber of laborers engaged on 
the lake work yesterday was 675. 

The total number of ‘double-team wagons 
employed was 112. 

The total number of carts was 40. 

If the weather continues favorable work on 
the lake will be pushed with all the dispatch 
possible and steady increase made in the 
number of laborers until the maximum force 
of from 800 to 1,000 is reached. 

The work in Forest Park is under the direc- 
tion of a superintendent who represents the 
Board of Public Improvements in the making 
cf the lake, and a foreman who represents 
the Lake Fund Committee. 

The work is not let by contract, and is 
under the sole Management of the Fund 
Committee. 

The laborers given employment are those 
unemployed laborers who registered their 
names at the PostT-DispatcHu office. No oth-

Public School Library Turned Over to 
the Free Library Board.

BOOKS WILL NOT BE GIVEN OUT FREE, 
HOWEVER, BEFORE APRIL. 


Ceremonies Attending the Formal Trans- 
fer—Address by School Director Spin- 
ning and Response by Mr. Whitelaw— 
Rules Made to Govern the Free Library 
—The First Gifts. 


Saturday, March 3, will be memorable in 
the annals of St. Louis as the day when the 
Free Library Board entered into possession 
of the 85,000 volumes of literature, which will 
be at the service of the people as soon as ar- 
rangements for the circulation are com- 
pleted. At 2:30 p. m. the Board of 
Managers of the Public School LI- 
brary met to hold their last ses- 
sion and to transfer the precious property 
to the Board of Directors of the Free Public 
Library, who received a lease of the prem- 
ises and the title to the contents from the 
School Board on the ist inst. The meeting 
was held in the office of Librarian Crunden 
on the seventh floor ofthe Board of Educa- 
tion Building, Ninth and Locust streets. The 
members of the Board of Managers 
which passed out of existence yesterday are. 
Miss Fannie M. Bacon, Miss Jennie R. Lipp- 
man, George O. Carpenter, Jr., O. L. White- 
law, T. A. Meisenberg, E. C. Rowse and Fred 
Wislizenus, representing the life members, 
and the Library Committee of the School 
Board, Messrs. Wait, Berg, Huttig, Kissner, 
Grawe and Spinning, together with 
President Brockman and Vice-President 
Holthaus. Mr. Whitelaw was President and 
Mr. John H. Spinning Vice-President. 
Miss Bacon and Messrs. Whitelaw, Meisen- 
berg, Wislizenus, Grawe, Spinning and 
Brockman were present. Librarian Cranden 
read the minutes of previous meetings, sub- 
mitted reports of the standing committees 
and vouchersto show that $1,600 had deen 
spent since last meeting and that $1. 60, the 
balance inthe treasury, had been refund- 
ed to the School Board. Mr, Spinning 
asked that the regard of the 
Board of Managers for Librarian Crunden 
be attested by a vote of thanks, inserted in 
the minutes before the sine die adjournment. 
The same was done. 
MR. SPINNING’S ADDRESS. 
As Mr. O. L. Whitelaw was President of the 
Board of Managers and also of the new Free 
Library Board, it was judged impracticable 
for him to deliver two addresses, each in a 
different role. Hence, he resigned the chair 
in favor of Mr. Spinning, who trans- 
ferred the authority in control of 
the library to the Free Library Board. He 
eulogized the dlessings of American liberty 
andthe enlightenment to be derived from 
books. He pointed to the record books piled 
on the table and styled them the keys of the 
trust, which he was happy to give to Mr. 
Whitelaw, with a warm grasp of the hand. 
MR. WHITELAW’S RESPONSE, 

Mr. Whitelaw responded in  0»behalf 
of the Free Library Board. He 
said that the day was an epoch in the 
history of St. Louis. The city was now 
as proud as other cities in the possession of a 
free circulating library. The contest had 
been a long one, forit began with the adop- 
tion of a statute dy the State Legislature 
1885, empowering cities of the size of St. Louis 
to have a free public library. He concluded 
witha regret that Rev. Dr. Learned and 
others who had labored for the object at 
length obtained had a wy the 
great beyond before t of a 
tree library had at last * * 
Messrs. Crunden, soldan and Gist Biair 
made speeches andthe Free Library Board 
prepared for business. The Free Library

THE SADDLE BATTERY. 


It was Blaek 


backed all over the country that the regulars 


began to suspect a conspiracy. The full ex- 
tentof this conspiracy is presented to the 
Post-PisPaTCH readers to-day together with 
an accurate description of the appliances 
which were used. It is a remarkable story 
and can be read with great profit by those 
who believe that they can ‘‘beat the 
races. The first intimation that racing 
men had of the new pian was on March 26, 
1892, at Guttenburg, when a jockey named 
Cook was discovered with a complete elec- 
trical apparatus concealed on his person. He 
rode an old mare named Gyda in the third 
race that day. The favorite was Zenobla 
and the other starters were Logan, Stratagem 
and Panhandle. Gyda opened at long odds 
and was so heavily backed that attention 
was directed to her. It was reported about 
the track that the mare had won at Glouces- 
ter several days before, ridden by a jockey 
with an electric battery in his boots 
and that the same plan was to 


De carried out again. Gyda, a 
solemn stiff jointed old mare, displayed un- 


usual speed in the early part of the race, but 
collapsed at the end and finished last. When 
Jockey Cook went to the scales after the race 
it was discovered he weighed four pounds 
over his scheduled weight. Judge Burke 
began to question the boy sharply, and after 
a few moments he broke down and confessed 
that a battery had been given to bim. He 
was taken into the Secretary’s office and 
when his clothes were removed a cleverly de- 
vised electrical apparatus was discovered in 
a belt strapped round his waist. Wires ex- 
tending down his legs were connected with 
his spurs so that with very little exertion he 
could give the mount a succession of 
flery electrical shocks. Cook sald 
that the wires became disarranged 


before the race was half over and the mare, 
who had been urged on to extraordinary 
effort by the electrical prodding, refused to 
2 Without it. Cook told all this, but when 
t came to giving the names of the men, 
who bad made up the job, he was mute. 
Neither threats nor promises could make 
him tell and the managers had to content 


themselves with making a rule punishing, 


anyone, jockey or owner, caught using elec- 
trical machines on borses. The affair at- 
tracted wide attention at the time, but 
the sensation died out and was soon forgotten. 


ELECTRICAL SADCLES AND BELTS. 
From evidence in the possession of the 
Post-DisPaTCH correspondent it is now 
known that the Gyda race was only an incli- 


dent in a carefully arranged campaign and 
that for a year before and almost continually 


The saddle was next put into use. 
in appearance, weight and sizeof the ordl- 
nary one, and even theshrewdest eye would 
never detect anything wrong, but yet it con- 


tained oneof the finest batteries ever in- 
vented. The battery weighed only six 
ounces and was made for the ‘‘gang.’’ It 
was contained in a number of capsules and 
hac as much power as a large wet battery, 
It lay in the padding between the leather and 
cloth side that lies next to the horse. Kach 
part was wrapped in cotton and even pres- 
sure on the padding failed to reveal the pres- 
ence of any foreign substance. It was 
by farthe most ingenious and admirable of 
all this kind of inventions. There is nothing 
in sight that can lead to the aiscovery of the 
sealstate of affairs. It is unexposed. In- 
sulated wires in the saddle are attached to 
the buckles through which the stirrup straps 
pass. Sewed on the side of the stirrup 
straps are bright tinsel wires which to the 
casual observer appearto have been placed 
there for ornament. Astiff wire sewed in- 
side the stirrup straps would be apt to be- 
tray its purpose. This saddle battery is very 
powerful and is arranged so as 
provide four connections, two 

the battery direcct and two 

the coll, When the jockey is ready 
to apply the current he rests his hand on the 
pommel andturning one finger underneath 
the saddle pulls on a small copper hook, 
which moves forward half an inch. Simply 
pressing this hook back servesto break the 
current. Every precaution was taken by the 
gang. Jo avold arousing suspicion they re- 
mained in New York, Theringieaders, who 
had a smali following, are four or five of the 
besf known gamblers of this city and New 
Jersey. One man acted asthe agent of the 
others, engaged the jockeys and saw to ali 
the details. He was custodian of. the saddle. 
None of these men ever appeared onany 
track when the saddle was to be used except 
tho agents. In order to keep to themselves 
all knowledge of their connection with the 
saddle in the event of discovery they did not 
bet at the track but placed thelrmoney by 
telegraph. When they had placed as much 
on the horse as they could without attracting 
suspicion inthe rooms of New York,, they 
would telegraph to Washington, Pittsburg, 
New Orleans, Chicago and other cities, 
wagering large sums. The success of the 
electrical saddle was almost unerring and it 
was seldom thata horse on whichit was 
used lostarace. The public has noidea of 
the number ofracesthat were won by the 
use of the saddle and other devices: At 
times the track authorities have become sus- 
picilous and in one or two cases accusations 
were made, but only once, ia Cook’s case, was 
anything discovered, and then only through 
the admissions of the jockey. The apparatus 
he used was the belt battery, and what little 
was knowar about it was not learned until 
alter the race had been run. If to-day sport- 
ing men were asked whether the electric 
battery was used oa running horses, their 
reply would be that some jockey haa at- 
tempted to hide a battery in his clothes, but 
that disastrous results had followed on ac- 
count of the wires becoming disconnectad.

The outcast was Count Ivan Samssich. He 
had begun life as the typical child of luck. 
When 19 years old he became, by his father’s 
death, head of his family andthe possessor 
of enormous estates. After getting his 
doctor’s degree he trayeled in Europe, 
America, Egypt and Asia Minor for ve 
years; then returned home to enter politics. 
He held many local offices of importance, 
and in 1871 was elected to the Hungarian 
Reichstag. He was but si years oid. He was 
a ready speaker and quickly showed educa- 
tion and experience well — 8 — his years. 

A remarkable career in itics and dipio- 
macy was prophesied for him. During the bret 
year in the Reichstag, however, he married 
a light-headed young Baroness, who had 
been divorced from her first husband, and 
began at once to lose his hold on the better 
side ot life. In the next Parliamentary elec. 
tion he was defeated, because in his domestic 
trouble he had neglected his public duties. 

Until 1880 he lived in an atmosphere of 
drunkenness and licentiousness, hen he 
ran away with the wife of a country 
gentleman and began living with her in one 
of his castles. His wife had left him and his 
companion’s husband got a divorce from her. 
For several years the ummarried couple lived 
together in a debDauch of luxury and eccentric 
extravagance, 

After the Count’s wealth and honor had 
melted away he tried to borrow money from 
his brother. He failed to obtain the enor- 
mous sum needed to pay his debts, deserted 
his mistress und two children, and entered 
first a Trappist and then a “Franciscan 
monastery. His repentance was as short 
lived as his love, and before 1890 he was in 
Vienna, borrowing and begging what he

The Subject of a Lawsuit Filed in the 
United States Court.

The plaintiffs allege that 
in 1872 Martha Curtis, who had married 
Joseph C. Boehm at the death of her hus- 
band, Elijah Curtis, conveyed her right and 
title tothe property to John and Margaret 
Murphy as tenants by entirety. Margaret 
Murphy survived her husband, and at her 
death, in 1881, devised the property to her 
son, Michael J. Murphy, who dled in 1891, 
leaving a widow and three children, Jonn, 
Mary and Joseph Murphy, who claimed the 
title to the property as a homestead. In 
1893 the widow, Mary Murphy, married 
Michael Gallagher, but he died the same 
year,and Mrs. Gallagher and children con- 
tinue to occupy the premises.

THE PARIS GIRLS’ CLUB. 


A Break-Up Impending Alter Many 


Quarrels Among the Managers. 
' 


PARIS, March 3.—The American colony is in 
dismay over the impendirg break-up of the 
Girls’ Club, organized with an endowment 
for a Ubrary by Mrs. Whitelaw Reid. Along 
series of quarrels and intrigues ended this 
week in the disappearance of Matron Mrs. 
Irvine. The purpose of the home,as ex- 
plained dy one of the managers to the WoRLD 
and Post-DISPATCH correspondent, is to 


safeguard American girls in the art schools. 
It is controlled by a board of managers, con- 
sisting of well-known: women of the eolony 
headed by Mrs. Munroe. 

The board deputed the widow of the late 
Rev. Mr. Newell, as a sort of monitor in the 
establishment. Incessant Dickering and 
heartburning followed. She demoralized the 
servants and prejudiced the creditors, leay- 
ing the matron powerless, Some weeks ago 
when affairs were threatening to collapse, 
Mrs, Newell withdrew to Plainfield, N. 
J., sending her son, a youth of 2, to 
represent her here. He madea claim ona 
Share of the club furniture, belonging, 
he alleged,to his mother. Creditors also be- 
gan to press for money due, servamts for 
wages. Mrs. Irvine, who has all her fortune 
in the enterprise, called in a lawyer, but as 
he did not kno French law he gave her no 
aid. Ihen, terrified by the clamor of creda- 
itors, she fled, 

An investigation shows that about $500 ts 
due, while the managers hold three times 
that amount belonging to Mrs. Irvine. Fol- 
lowing so close on the outbreak tn the Lafay- 
ette Home, also devoted to giris, it excites 
lively discussion, The home was founded b 
Mrs. Walden Pell, aided by the Duchess o 
Rochefoucald formerly Mattie Mitchell) 
and other eminent women, Two 
factions were (formed, one headed by the 
dentist, Evans; the discsssions fave been 
aired in the press for weeks. Evans is quoted 
as berating the associate managers in such 
terms as ‘‘fishwives,’’ **washerwomen,’’ 
and the like. The fnsfitgtions are in no 
sense charitable, The inmates pay an av- 
erage of ö francs a day. 

Stefan Tisa, who gives hia residence as 
New York City, has just made a dying state- 
mentat the American Consulate charging 
inhumanity on a French railway. Lawyer 
Coddington has satied for New York to legal- 
ize the death-bed deposition. A train en 
route to Paris four weeks ago started 
while the passengers were at breakfast 
but was halted by a signal. In trying to re- 
gain his seat Tisa was so violentiy pushed 
into his compartment bya guard that his 
spine was broken and his skull fractured. 
he was sinuggled into the city hospital here 
and all knowledge of the affair suppressed 
until he regained sufficient consciousness to 
make his condition known to the American 
Relief Society, He had been robbed of all his 
money either on the train or ip the hospital. 
Action is to be taken through the French. 
courts, Mr. Alexander, Counsel of the 
American AmbDassador, has made applica- 
tion tothe French authorities to prosecute 
the railway company. Tisa is said to have 
considerable property in New York, Helsa

THE COURT TO REVIEW THE TESTIMONY 
AND AUTHORITIES. 


All of Yesterday Qooupied dy Counsel in 
Addressing the Court-Jadge Klein 
Takes the Iron Hall Matter Under 
Advisement—- Ihe Western Distilling 
Co. Case—Civil Court News. 


After a great deal of talking on the part of 
Attorney John M. Glover and City Counselor

Missouri, Bell Telephone, Western 
Union and Postal Companies Claim 
‘Different Rights and Deny the City’s 
Bight to Compel— Another Hearing 
Next Wednesday. 


The St. Louls Subway Commission, which 
is composed of W. 8. Chaplin, Chairman; R. 
K. McMath ofthe Board of Public improve- 
ments, Albert Arnstein of the City Council 
and w. H.O’Brien of the House of Delegates, 
met in the Council Chamber yesterday after - 
noon and gave the first ofa series of public 
hearings to the representatives of the vari- 

_ouselectric light, telegraph and telephone 
companies in the city. 

Chairman Chaplin said in Fcalllng the 
meeting to order that it was the intention of 
the commission to hear the parties interest - 
ed on several distinct topics, the first of 
which was the Rights of the Various Com- 
paries in the City to Control Their Own 
Wires.’’ 

Mr. I. H. Lionberger, who represented the 
Laclede Gas-Light Co., was then called on 
to state the position of that company 
with regard to electric lighting asd the right 
to lay a conduit ofitsown. He gave a brief 
history of the company and its charter, 
claiming that the company had the right un- 
Ger its old charter to furnish both gas and 
electricity for illuminating purposes, and if 
Mecessary to lay its own conduits for placing 
its wires under ground. Hesaid that under 
the Brown contract’’ the Laclede company 
Was at present maintaining a namber of 
electric lights in the district north of Wash- 
ingtonavenus. If compelled to go under 
ground the company had the same right to 
Jay and maintain its own conduit for electric 
wires that it had to lay gas mains, As it 
‘would practically be of no benefit for the 
@eompany to put its wires under ground, 
he contended that in the event the 
city enforced it by ordinance the expense 
would have to be borne by the city. 

THE LACLEDE CHARTER. 

Mr. Chaplin asked if any further rights 
were given the Laclede tompany under the 
Brown contract than it claimed under its old 
charter.

Leulsville & Nashville Leads a Revolt 
Against Agreement Breaking. 


The Soutbern Railway & Steamship Asso- 
ciation is on the way t6 disruption, and one 
of the five rallroads having offices here and 
memberships in that organization, bas al- 
ready withdrawn, two have given notice of 
withdrawal, another is indulging in vigorous 
rate-cutting and the only one remaining is 
likely to go out at any time. 

The railroads interested are the Louisville 
& Nashville, Illinois Central, Nashville, Chat - 
tanooga 4 St. Louis, Memphis & Charleston 
and the Mobile & Obio. The latter being the 
only one stillin the association. A meeting 
has been called of the Executive Committee 
of the association on March 13, to be held in 
New York, and if it fails to adjust the evils 
complained of by the dissatisfied lines the 
rates to tie points involved will become still 
further demoralized. 

The difficulty has been brewing for some 
time, and is due largely to the fact that most 
of the roads inthe Southern association are 
in the hands of receivers, who hold their ap- 

ointments under United States courts. 

resident Smith of the Louisvilie & Nashville 
in a circular letter to the Executive Com- 
mittee, recently charged some of these re- 
ceivers with rate-cutting and threatened to 
withdraw, unless something was done to 
restore rates. A meeting was then called 
and Mr. Smith’s grievances discussed, but 
nothing done to remedy the trouble, ana the 
result was that three roads broke loose from 
the association. The Louisville & Nashville 
announced a cut in rates, to take effect next 
Tuesday.

BE LIMITED. 


The City Empowered to Restrict the Cost 
of Street Maintesmance—City Hall News. 


City Counselor Marshall gave an opinion 
yesterday to the Committee on Streets of the 
Board of Public Improvements on the 
validity of the maintenance clause in con- 
tracts for street construction and reconstruc- 
tion. To prevent trickery among bidders 
the Board established a rule that 
all bids for maintenance in excess of 50 cents 


They wished to know if this could be done. 
The City Counselor holds that the board 
has this power. Just as the board has the 
power to reject a bid for construction as be- 
ing excessive, so it can reject a bid for main- 


tenance for the same reason. The fact of an- 
nouncing that it will accept no bids for main- 
tenance that exceed 50 cents per square per 
annum is to be considered merely in the 
light of a warning to the bidders, and cannot 
affeet the validity of the letting. He is 
further ofthe opinion that these mainten- 
ance clauses should be inserted in all con- 
tracts of this kind, asit protects both the 
property owner and thecity. When the con- 
tractor realizes that he must maintain his 
work for nine vears, he is careful to see that 
a good job is made of it in the first instance, 
so that there will be as few repairs to be 
made as possible. 

The committee also asked if an agreement 
clause to keep the street in repair for five 
years could not be inserted in lieu of the 
maintenance clause provided by ordinance 
13 ,304. The Counselor holds that it cannot 
and that it would be unlawfnl. The opinion 
isan important one, as it now leaves the 
field clear forthe House Committee on Pub. 
lic Improvements to insigt on a maintenance 
clause in all contracts for asphalt and vitri- 
fled brick, a determination reached by the 
members at their meeting Friday afternoon,

provement law is declared unconstitutional.

WANTS TO STOP THE SALE OF COLUM- 
BIAN EXPOSITION VIEWS. 


‘The Plaintiff Alleges That the N. D. 
Thompron Publishing Co. and C. B. 
Woodward Printing Co. Have In- 
fringed on His Rights and Us-d His 
Photographs, and Asks That They Pe 
Enjoined, Their Plates and Pictures 
Replevined and That He Be Awarded 
$500,000 Damages. 


The World’s Columbian Exposition came 
down to St. Louis yesterday and entered a 
replevin and injunction suit in the United 
States Circuit Court forthe Eastern District 
of Missouri. The title of the action was 
Charles D. Arnold for the use of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, and of the 
United States of America, and Harlow d. 
Higinbtoham, plaintiffs, against the N. D. 
Thompson Publishing Co., Nathan D. 
Thompson and Richard 8. Peale, 
and the C. B. Woodward, Printing 
and Book Manufacturing Company.’’ 
The amount of damages asked is the princely 
sum of $590,000 in addition to the wholesale 
seizure of plates and pictures of the World’s 
Fair. The replevin sult was first filed and 
the petition sets out at great length tn legal 
language the history of the World’s Fair, its 
location in Jackson Park, Chicago, and how 
the Exposition Company expended $17,900,000 
for the preparation of the buildings and 
grounds thereof. The petition goes on 
to state that it was made a 
condition by many exhibitors that 
their displays should not be photograghed, 
and it was early discovered by the Exposi- 
tion officials thatarigid.police surveillance 
was necessary to observe the wish of the 
exhibitors and also to see that the Exposi- 
tion company might derive revenues to re- 
coup itself. 

THE PHOTOGRAPH PRIVILEGES. 

A bureau of photography was established, 
terms made for the sale of views, and Messrs. 
Arnold and Higinbotham were appointed 
official photographers. Under the terms of 
their engagement they were not al- 
lowed to dispose of their  privi- 
leges to take photographs, and all 
photographs made by the bureau were to be 
copyrighted inthe name of the Exposition. 
The petition went on to say that the defend- 
ants, without the consent of the proprietor 
of the copyright, published 400,000 copies of 
World’s Fair photographs, and that 200,000 
copies have been foundin the defendants’ 
possession. The plaintiffs claimed that they 
are entitled to have all the plates in the 
hands of the defendants, also all prints ana 
$iforeach sheet foundin the defendants’ 
possession. The petition then _ recites, 
seriatim, several views which C. 
D. Arnold had copyrighted in dis 
own tname, Band .which, the petition al- 
leged, the defendants printed and offered 
for sale. These views were ‘‘Captive Bal- 
loon’’ and Ferris Wheel. Fisheries 
Building,’’ 'New York Building No. 1“ and 
**Dedicating the Japanese Building No. 1. 

WHAT THE PETITIONERS ASK. 

The petition concluded with the statement 
that all the actions of the defendants in the 
publication and circulation of the views 
were against the form of the statute, by rea- 
son of which tbe plaintiffs demanded judg- 
ment for $500,000, and the forfeiture and 
possession of all the plates on which the 
photographs had been copied by the defen- 
dants, and the forfeiture of all sheets which 
had been printed from the plates. 

Simultaneously withthe suit for replevin 
was filed a bill in equity by Charles D. 
Arnold, Harlow D. Higinbotham and the 
World's Columbian Exposition, praying for 
an injunction to restrain the defendants 
already named from selling the World’s 
Fair views in‘dispute. The bill repeats the 
history of the World’s Fair, recited in the 
petition for replevin under the copyright 
law, details the steps taken to copyright the 
several views, and proceeds to say that the 
defendants, disregarding the complainants’ 
rights, surreptitiously and without authority 
obtained coples of each of the photographs 
— pone had them reproduced and sold a 
largé number of the prints. The complain- 
ants therefore prayed that the defendants be 
restrained from printing or disposing of the 
views and from annuuncing or attempting to 
announce to the publicthat the views are 
copyrighted. The complainants asked also 
that the defendants be required to account 
for all the views and prints sold and to de- 
stroy ali the plates and cuts from which the 
prints were made. 

THE SEIZURE MADE. 

The petition for replevin and the bill for an 
injunction were presented to Judge Thayer, 
sitting in the Federal Uircuit Court, yesterday 
morning. An order of seizure was issued to 
the Marshal and a temporary injunction was 
granted for the purposes prayed for. A bond 
for $20,000 was required and given, 
to protect the Marshal from con- 
sequences of the eeizure. Deputy Marshal 
Nall served the paperson both defendant 
companies. At the Thompson establishment 
at 1120 Pine street he found 6,000 books of 
views andat Woodwara’s, on Second street 
and Lucas avenue, he took possession of 
116,800 sheets, each with an engraving of the 
World’s Fair. Deputy Marshal Nall removed 
the property seized at Thompson’s to the 
Federal Building and put special watchmen 
in charge of the sheets at Woodward’s. 

Oharies H. Aldrich, who was _ Soliicitor- 
General under Harrison, and Frank F. Reed, 
both of Chicago, and Robert Kern of St. 
Louis, represented the plaintiffs.

The office of the Tyler Desk Co. was open 
yesterday afternoon for several hours after 
the deed of assignment, President Conant 
being apparently in charge as usual. In re- 
sponse to an inquiry Mr. Conant admitted 
that the troubles of his concern were coming 
rather swiftiy but he declared that he had 
nothing to say about them, 

D. H. Donovan of Donovan, Morgan & Co., 
states that Wm. E. Burr, Jr., bas lost noth- 
ing as yet on account of suretyship on Dono- 
van's bond for the bullaing of the Kirkwood 
depot. Donovan says that his firm lost $5,400 
on the job, but that the matter is 
in court, and the  firm’s bondsmen 
have been told notto pay anything on the 
bond antil the case shall be decided. So far 
Burr has lost nothing through his firm, and 
Donovan declares he will lose nothing, as he 
will pay the jugdment if any is rendered 
ugainst him.

his graduation, in 1837, he was appointed 2 
Heutenant of artillery and assigned to duty 
at Fort Monroe, Va. The Florida war broke 
out the same year, and after about twelve 
months’ service he resigned and began 
practicing law. Ne served inthe Legislature 
and was twice elected commonwealth at- 
tornes. 

During the Mexican War he was-Major of 
the regiment of Virginia Volunteers and for a 
short period was acting Governor of Mon- 
terey. When the civil war broke out Gen. 
Early was practicing law. He entered the 
service of the Confederacy asa Colonel. He 
commanded a brigade at Bull Runané distin- 
guished himself at the battle of Willlams- 
burg, where he received what was regarded 
at the time as a mortal wound. He recov- 
ered, however. and in a remarkably short 
time was again in active service. lle was 
promoted Brigadier-General and in May, 
1863, commanded the diviston that held the 
lines at Fredericksburg while Lee was ght 
ing the battle of Chancellorsville. He also 
commanded a division at Gettysbure. 

In 1864 he was ordered to the Valley of the 
Shenandoah, where his operations were at 
first successful. In July he crossed the Fo- 
tomac, gained the battle of Monocacy and 
foratime threatened Washington, but was 
obliged to retreat. Toward the end of the 
month a portion of his cavalry advanced in- 
to Pennsyivania as far as Chambersburg, 
which by his orders they burned, 

Gen. Early during thiscampaign several 
times met Gen. Phil Sheridan. Hewas de- 
feated at Opequan and again at Fisher's Hill 
three days later. It was on Oct. 19, 1864, that 
he surprised the national forces at Cedar 
Creek in the absence of Sheridan. There is a 
dispute as to the mettle of the steed which 
Gen. Sheridan rode on that historic occasion, 
the most authentic accounts indicating that 
he was almost the opposite of the flery 
charger of Thomas Buchanan Reed’s poem, 
but the important fact was that he got his 
rider to the scene of the conflict in time to 
save the day and convert what seemed to be 
hopeless dejeat into a brilliant victory. 

Gen. Early received another overwhelm- 
ing blowin March following, where he was 
defeated by Gen. Custer at Waynesboro. 
This defeat lost him his command in the 
Shenandoah Valley. Gen. Lee’s letter re- 
lieving him of his command was a model of 
courtesy. ‘‘Your reversesin the valley, of 
which the publicandthearmy judge chiefly 
by the results,’’ wrote Gen. Lee, have, I 
fear, impaired your influence both with the 
people and the soldiers and would greatly 
add to the difficulties which will, under any 
circumstances, attend our military opera 
tions in Southwestern Virginia, While my 
confidence in your geal, ability and devotion 
to the cause is unimpaired, I have neverthe- 
lest felt that Icould not oppose what seems 
to be the current opinion without injustice 
— your reputation and injury to the serv- 
99. * 

After the close of the war Gen. Early spent 
some time in Europe, and on his return re- 
sumed the practice of law in Rieumond. 
After he accepted the manavement ofthe 
Louisiana State Lottery, in conjunction with 
the late Gen. Beauregard, his residence was 
alternately in Lynchburg and New Orleans. 
Gen. Early’s management of the lottery, 
with which his otherwise honorable name 
was associated for twenty years, was only 
nominal. The aim of John Morris and the 
other controllers of the concern wes to at- 
tract public patronage by the connection of 
Gens. Karly and Bureaugard with it. It was 
the original, intention to have the drawings 
superintended. by an ex-Union aud an ex- 
Confecerate commander, but Gen. Meade 
and several other prominent Northern men 
to whom propositions were made rejected 
them with indignation.

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Unionists but is ashamed of the way tbat 
English law has treated Michael Davitt in 
the matter of his bankruptcy. I do not be. 
lieve that English law would have so treated 
an Englishman; in fact the higher judges 
have just confessed, by reversing the de- 
cision of a subordinate court, that a grievous 
wrong was done Mr. Davitt in the first in- 
stance, while not repairing altogether the 
original and flagrant injustice. 

The story is an extraordinary one. At the 
last election Mr. Davitt was a candidate for 
Parliament from the North Meath Division, 
Just prior tothe polling a Catholic prelate in 
the neighborhood published an opinion 
which was, I understand, clearly in violation 
of the very excellent election law, and was 
properly held to have been of a nature to un- 
duly affect the result in both the North and 
South Meath Divisions. The unsuccessful 
candidates in both divisions contested on 
this ground. The case, as to South Meath, 
came on first and the member ap- 
parently chosen at the polls was unseated 
because ofthe obvions interference of the 
prelate. Prior to the decision Mr. Davitt 
volunteered to abide by it as to his own (the 
North Meath) case, the ground of contest be- 
ing precisely the same in regard to his elec- 
tion. His offer was refused and he was com- 
pelled to defend despite himself, at a very 
heavy expense. In England the contestant 
and the sitting member must bear their own 
expenses—not, as with us, does the national 
treasury defray the cost. Mr. Davittisa 
poor man and was unable to pay. Also on 
the ground tha t he was forced into the con- 
etst against his will, he declined to accept 
contributions toclear him of the debts due 


to the contested election before Parllament. 
So he was adjudicated a bankrupt. 

After a proper time he applied to the court 
—the presiding judge being an appointee ofa 
Tory administratjon—for a discharge, The 
facts as above were duly pretented, but the 
judge refused the discharge on the ground 
that Mr. Davitt’s refusal to accept contribu- 
tions proved that he had not fulfilled the law 
in dealing fairiy with his creditors. 

It is consoling to say that this decision was 
quite too outrageous to stand, and it was last 
week reversed by the unanimous opinion of 
the Irish Court of Appeal, although a major- 
ity of the bench is Tory tn politics. 

But it now appears that while any English- 
man who gets his discharge in bankruptcy 1s 
restored to all his privileges, including the 
right (denied to the bankrupt) of sitting In 
Parliament, the Irishman is in that respect 
differentiated against, and Mr. Davitt can 
not take a seat in Parliament from aa Irish 
constituency. Curiously enough, however, 
It is held that he could sit from an English 
division. . 

It is recalled that Mr. Davitt’s entrance to 
the House of Commons has been barred by a 
long series of fatalities which have no analo- 
gies except in the cases of Wilkes and Brad- 
laugh. So far back as when he was a prisoner 
in Portland Jail he was elected a member for 
Meath. On Feb. 28, 1862, he was declared by 
resolution of the House of Commons incapa- 
bie of election, as ‘‘having been adjudged 
guilty of (treason) felony.’’ When he was 
purged of the felony an objection to take the 
oath of allegiance precluded him from ac- 
cepting many Offers of seats. at last, when 
Gladstone’s policy of conciliation removed 
his scruples, he contested Waterford in De- 
cember, 1891, but was defeated by Mr. John 
Redmond. He was returned for North Meath 
atthe general election of 1892, but, as said 
above, was unseated on petttion in Decem- 
ber following. He was then immediately 
elected for Northeast Cork, but was oDliged 
to wacate thatseaton being adjudicated a 
bankrupt for non-payment of the costs of the 
Meath election petition. 

Another curious feature of the English 
bankruptcy law has been developed by the 
arrestin Argentineof the notorious Jabez 
Balfour, the sanctimonious member of Par- 
llament who wrecked so many thousands of 
English homes by his swindling ‘*Liberator’’ , 
companies. This is the fact, the publication 
of which surprised most people, that the 
Officiai: Receiver in Bankruptcy is gtven 
powerto order all the letters posted toa 
bankrupt tobe sent to him. Inthe case of 
Halfour’s son, who was involved in his 
father’s Dankruptey, this seems actually to 
have been done bythe oficial. It will be 
remembered that an English Postmaster- 
General was once driven from office for tam- 
peering with letters addressed to the Orsini 
gang ofconspirators after the attempt on 
Louis Napoleon’s life; yet this other and 
legal intolerable interference with the pri- 
vate affairs of English citizens who are by no 
means necessarily criminals has not only a 
place in the statute books, but, so far as I 
have seen, the fact has called out a protest 
from only one English journal and there 
seems no intent to repeal the iniquitous law 
permitting such an outrage. .

There is a play now on the London stage 
called The Transgressor,’’ in which Miss 
Olga Nethersole has made such an extraor- 
Ginary pensation. A newly married wife re- 
celves so severe aninjury ina railroad acci- 
dent that she loses her reason and is taken to 
a mad-house, Twenty years later the hus- 
band digamously marries Sylva (Olga 
Nethersole), and on the complications which 
follow the play is based. Every London 
critic commenting on the play pointed to the 
absurd hypothesis ofthe author that a hus- 
band could remain for years in even com- 
papative ignorance of the fate of his insane 
wife in an asylum of his own choosing. 

But the trite saying that truth is stranger 
than fiction has constantly its public verifica- 
tion. I find this little paragraph in the nows 
columns of all the London newspapers whose 
dramatic critics had just declared the poss!- 
— of such an idea in fiction to De incredl- 
ble; 

Seven years ago a married woman was 
admitted into the Poplar Infirmary, and the 
husband was called on to pay for her main- 
tenance at the rate of 53s per week. The 
patient died a few days after admittance, 
but the guardians seem to have omitted the 
formality of intimating the fact to. the 
husband, who, on his part, does not ear 
to have made searching inquiry beine 
bis spouse’s welfare.

There is nothing ia what I have written to 
lead up tothe matter of the cat as a punish- 
ment for crime, uniess it Is that it seemsa 
revival of the same semi-barbarous times as 
Rothley Temple and the hand-to-hand con- 
flicts of BosworthField. But remembering our 
own haif-shuddering newspaper accounts of 
the occasional whippings in Delaware jalls, 
wherd alone in the United States, i belleve, 
does this punishment survive, the frequent 
reports in the English newspapers or the 
use of the cat-’nine-tails was at first some- 
thing of a shock. I imagine that few 
Americans know that this punishment 
even exists in England. But in this 
week’s newspapers alone there are reports 
of-ttiree rather wholesale sentences to 
the cat. Eleven out of the twelve prisoners 
sentenced by Mr. Justice Day at the recent 
Liverpool Assizes were flogged at Walton 
Jail, Some ofthe men bore the infliction 
with bravado, but others made zmuch nolse. 
This was particularly the case with a Span- 
lard who had robbed ajcompanion with vio- 
lefice. On being flogged he yelled and cursed 
furiously. Andat the Glamorganshire As- 
sizes, held at Cardiff, Mr. Justice Gainsford 
Bruce sentenced four men, whose ages 
varied from 18 to 25, to nine months’ impris- 
onment and nineteen strokes of thecat. The 
prisoners were charged with reobing 
with violence two men in a low part 
of Cardiff. 

In a recent Parliamentary return the 
weight of testimony was overwhelmingly in 
favor of flogging as a deterrent of crime, 
especially to. stealing. At the Corydon 
Borough Police Court, also this week, the 
Mayor presided anc sentenced four boys of 15 
years upward for entering a shop and steal- 
ing money to the amount ot 510 or so. ‘Lhe 
Mayor knew ‘‘there was a good deal of 
maudlin sentiment about this birch- rod 
thrashing, but it was quite a mistake; it 
must be done thoroughly and properly. It 
was his intention in this case to see that it 
was thoroughly done, and in order to relieve 
the police in the matter he would take the 
responsibility of seeing the punishment in- 
flictea.’’ . BALLARD SMITH. 


LOWE DISCHARGED. 


Claiborne Did Not Think the 
Perjury Charge Sustained.

Jobn Lowe,charged with perjuring himself 
in behalf of the Union Depot Railway Co, 
in the damage suit brought against that cor- 
poration by Capt. Percy G. Sly, was yesterday 
discharged by Judge Claiborne in the Court 
of Crimindl Correction.

Marshall 
McDonald, Lowe’s attorney, lald great stress 
on this distinction in his cross-examination 
-of these witnesses. 

George W. Lübke, Jr., an attorney in an- 
other suit against the frallway company, 
swore that Lowe had testified in behalf of the 
railroad, as did also Lawyer k. A. B. Garésche 
in another tnstance.

WAS CHIEF CASHIER OF THE GRAND 
TRUNK RAILWAY. 


He and His Assistant, Michael Joseph 
Teede, Said to Have Taken $15,000 of 
the Road’s Money—‘the Prisoner Say 
His Salary Was Small aud He Specu- 


lated. 


Detective Grandberry and Secretary WI - 
lams ofthe Detective Department arrested 
John G. Fraser, alias Walter Brown, yester- 
day,at the Stock Exchange,on Pine street. He 
is wanted by the Canadian Grand Trunk Rall- 
way, for which he was formerly chief cashier 
at Toronto, Canada. The road charges him, 
in conjunction with the assistant cashier, 
Michael Joseph Teede, with embezzling $15, - 
000. The arrest was made at the request 
of Detectives Richard Day of the rail- 
road and C. D. Richards of the Toronto 


“Police Department, both of whom have been 


in St. Louis for several days. 

Fraser is only about 27 years of age, but 
he held a most responsible position, in 
nien he had the handling of thousands and 
thousands of ddllars. He was single, good- 
lookigg, a fine dresser and possessed witha 
desire to cut a dig dash. His salary was 
small, as was alsothat of Teede, and soon 
the two got to helping themselves to their 
employers’ money to gamble with to in- 
crease their incomes. 

The inevitable result followed. They lost 
and doctored the books to hide their crime, 

THEY SKIPPED OUT. 

They continued this sort of business all 
during the spring and early summer of 1893, 
until finally they found discovery was immIi- 
nent. On the ist of July they both took French 
leave and skipped the country. Examination 
of the books showed that they were $15,000 
short. Ofthis Fraseris said to have taken 
$10,000 and Teede the rest. A reward of $250 
was offered forthe capture of each of them, 
but they managed to elude arrest until Fra- 
ser fell into the law’s clutches yesterday.

in Chicago, Fraser coming here and register- 
ing at the Lindell Hotel under the name of 
Walter Brown.

THE DICKENS IT IS. 


“Old Curiosity Shop’’ Reproduced in 
New York To-Day. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAYiPOsST-DISPATCH. 
NEW YORK, March 2.—There is an Old 
Curiosity shop“ on Third avenue, just above 
Eighteenth street, which is as quaint and in- 
teresting in its way as the one that Dickens 
made the subject ofa novel. The window is 
filed with all sorts of odds and ends, some of 
them of great value, which have been gath- 
ered from every quarter of the globe. There 
are, for instance, a pistol, which John 
Brown had at Harper’#¥erry; a fanciful dag- 
ger, which the Khed@ive presented to Pri- 
ma Donna Minnie Hauk; a very dig 
watch of seventeenth century pattern, 
which was worn by Napoleon, and was 
brought to the shop by an impecunidés 
old French soldier; a rusty old sword, 
which was presented to the gallant Paul 
Jones by a French Duchess; a work-box 
made from an elephant’s foot, brought by 
Stanley from the African jungles—these and 
many other curios, each with its own pecu- 
liar history, attract the attention of the 
passer by. There are diamonds and precious 
stones in the window, in many odd and fan- 
tastic settings; brass Knockers that once

President Shafer showed an unflagging in - 
terest in the physical training of the stu- 
dents, ag the basis of all intellectual success. 
Over and over again she urged her plea fora 
new gymnasium. Inthe meantime she co- 
operated with the gealous director of the 
present gymnasiumin her efforts to utilize 
every possible means of eking out her insuf- 
ficient equipment. The new and valuable 
work in anthropometry which has deen done 
at Wellesley received Miss Shafer’s enthusi- 
astic support. 

In the social life of the institution she 
showed a strong sympathy with the young 
women. It was her policy to increase their 
freedom of action by throwing upon them 
moreand more the responsibility of their 
own government, and the result amply justi- 
filed the wisdom of this method: She aided 
them cordlally in the re-establishment of the 
Greek-letter societies and the evolution of 
the Wellesley Magazine, and in many ways 
showed that her heart was with them. 

She cherished a steadfast attachment for 
the alumne. In her report presented in 
June, 1892, she earnestly recommended that 
they be represented upon the Board of Trus- 
tees. This representation, which is destined 
to affect the college so powerfully in years to 
come, is now named, and Miss Shafer’s name 
should always be gratefully associated with 
its history. 

„She strove with constant devotion to 
deepen and purify the religious life of the 
place. The President of Wellesley is to some 
extent the chaplain of Wellesley, and all 
who have watched herin that sacred office 
must realize something of the devout conse- 
cration she carried toit. She was untiring 
in her efforts to bringto the students men 
and women who would feed their souls and 
lead them in the noblest lines of thought and 
work. Her admirable yearly reports are 
eloquent of the earnestness with which she 
watched for every sign of healthy spiritual 
growth in her flock, and not only as ex- 
pressed through organizations and charities, 
but also in individual conauct. 

Her sudden death is a great blow to the 
college, but her faithful life isa greater in-

**Excuse me sir, but what is the color of 
the landlora’s hair?’* I inquired as I hesi- 
tated in handing my valise to a long - formed, 
vulture- eyed hotel diplomat who stood on 
the railroad station a pom in a Kansas 
town working his lungs fof trade.
